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Lonpon, Nov. 30.—The pendulum seems 
to-day to be swinging to M. de Freycinet’s sice. 
Ha is working like a beaver, smiling and shaking 
hands, asking after the families of all the Sen- 
ators and Deputies like a candidate for Coroner, 
keeping open house, and making pledges right 
and left. Ferry, on the other hand, keeps se- 
cluded, and is believed to have made no pledges 
whatever and nocanyass. How much this has | 
really affected votes remains to be seen, but it 
certainly has had the result of checking the 
superficial tide of prediction, which was yester- | 
day running toward Ferry, and has slightly 
turned it toward his rival. 

It is also still in doubt, even among them- 
selves, how the members of the Right will vote. 
As the ballot is secret, there is room forall sorts 
of curious surprises. One of these is likely to be 
a considerable number of votes for Grévy. 
There are not visible any signsof uneasiness 
abeut Deronuléde’s and others’ threats in case of 
the election of Ferry. Gen. Saussier, Governor 
of Paris, is a cool, strong man, and, with the big 
garrison at his command, he will make short 
and stern work of any attempt at disorder. 

Ireland is much more interested to-day in 
learning that Sir Charles Gavan Duffy has come 
around practizaliy to the Parnellite point of 
view than in last evening’s Leinster Hall meet- 
ing. Not even the Unionist papers here are 
able to discover anything new or striking in 
the speeches of Lord Hartington and Mr, 
Goschen, which are much below the mark, and 
the list of notables present is too conspicnously 
dotted with the names of landlords to which re- 
eent evictions have given evil notoriety. One 
of the most prominent men on the platform was 
Col. Tottenham, who is so ernel a rackrenter 
that the land court the other day reduced one 
of the rents on his estate from £18 10s. to 
£2 15s.,and whose evictions in Wexford are 
about the worst in the history of the year. 


AFFAIRS OF THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 

Bertin, Nov. 30.—Dr. Telschow, the

Friday for the purpose of electing a successor to 
M. Grévy. 


The ieaders of the Republican groups have 


summoned a plenary meeting of the party at 
Versailles on Friday morning to confer regard- 
ing the choice of a candidate. 

A movement is spreading among the members 
of the Right to propose Vice-Admiral Domp- 
ferre a’Hornoy, who is now a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies for the Department of 
Somme, as a candidate for the Presidency. 

The commanders of the different army corps 
have received sealed instructions which they 
are to open in the event of an outbreak follow- 
ing the election of a new President.

NON-UNION COAL BOYCOTTED. 


AN OUTCOME OF THE MINERS’ STRIKE 
IN THE COAL REGION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 80.—Trouble is 
threatened between the Reading Railroad Com- 
pany and some of the coal operators in the Le- 
hich anthracite region, as an outgrowth of the 
present strike among the miners. Ario 
Pardee & Sons, of Hazleton, on Saturday 
last consigned 25 carloads of ‘“ non-union” 
coal to dealers in this city by the Reading Rail- 
road. When the coal arrived here on Sunday 
it was sidetracked by the Reading employes, 
who refused to deliver it. The consignees 
made complaint at the delay to the officials 
of the road, but the latter were powerless 


to secure the delivery of the _ coal 
because of the men’s refusal to handleit. Under 
the circumstances the Reading Road, bavirg re- 
ceived the coal and thus agreed to deliver it, is 
liable to prosecution under the law of common 
carrier, and it is intimated that Ario Pardee 
& Sons will shortly take the initiative and lay 
the case before the Attorney-General of this 
State. 

The Committee on Appeal and Press which 
Was appointed at the joint conference of 
miners’ organizations in Pottsville on Thure- 
day last waited upon President Austin 
Corbin, of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad, this afternoon in the interests of the 
strking miners of the Lehigh and anthracite 
coal region, and requested him to use his influ- 
ence and that of the Reading Road to bring the 
strike to a satisfactoryend. Theconference was 
not altogether successful. To-morrow the same 
corainittes will wait upon the editors of the in- 
fluential newspapers of the city witha similar 
purpose of inducing them to take a pub- 
lio stand in behalf of the striking min- 
ers. President Corbin was asked. to in- 
duce the management of the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Company, Ario Pardee 
& Sons and Cox Brothers Company to make 
peace with the striking miners, elther granting 
their demands for an increase in wages or mak- 
ing suitable concessions. The relations of the 
Reading Company with its employes and the 
possivilities of a strike on the roaa were also 
discussed, but nothing definite was done on 
either side. General Manager McLeod, when 
asked by a Press reporter, after the conference, 
fora statement of the situation, said: “The 
committee asked Mr. Corbin to make the Read- 
ing a mediator between the striking miners and 
their employers, but itis not our business to do 
so. This request was refused.” 


FOR KILLING HIS FATHER. 


THE TERRIBLE CHARGE AGAINST A 
17-YEAR-OLD BOY. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Nov. 30.—Lincoln 
Randall, a 17-year-old boy, is under arrest and 
locked up here to-night charged with the mur- 
der of his father, David M. Randall, a respected 
farmer, of Montague. The murder wasa most 
cold-blooded and brutal affair. Randall was sit- 
ting in his dining room last evening, when some 
one approached trom the outside, came to one 
of the windows, placed the muzzle of his gun al- 


most against the glass, and fired. The back of 
Randall's head was literally blown off, and he 
died a few minutes after the fatal shot was tired. 

The scene of this terrible tragedy is en a cross 
road which leads from Turner’s Falls to the 
Montague road, and is about two miles from the 
Village of Turner’s Falls. The house is a story- 
and-a-half structure, and the room in which 
Randall was sitting at the time of the fatal 
shot has two good-sized windows facing the 
road. A narrow piazza is in front of the win- 
dows. There are no trees or shrubbery to ob- 
struct the view from the road. It was nearly 6 
o’clock, and the hanging lamp had been lighted. 
Randail was seated almost uuderneath itin an 
armwehair, facing the stove, with his back to the 
windows and not more than three feet from 
them. His cane wasin his hand. His wife was 
in the kitchen preparing supper, and in the 
room with him were Mrs. Randali’s mother and 
sister. 

Shortly after noon to-day young Randall was 
arrested. He twok his arrest very cooly, simply 
saying that he did not commit the deed. There 
seems to be no doubt that the gun from which 
the fatal shot was fired was an old smvooth-bore 
Springfield rifle, which a young son of Mr. 
Randall had loaded heavily with BB shot on 
Thanksgiving morning, the rifle afterward being 
placed in the woodshed, from which it was 
stolen the next day. BB shot was found im- 
bedded in the walls of the room where the mur- 
der took place, and later the gun itself was 
found hidden under the bushes by the roadside, 
a short distance from the house. The boy was 
missing from the house at the time of the mur- 
der. He claims to have left the house 15 min- 
utes before the murder was committed. He 
says he went to Montague to visit some friends. 
He states with the greatest precision the very 
second that he reached there and the exact 
hour he left, being almost too exact for belief. 
The boy does not bear a very good reputation. 
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HUNTING A MONSTROSITY. 

NEBRaSKA City, Neb., Nov. 30.—Lon 
Mann and John Hoff, wood ehoppers, upon re- 
turning from work Saturday night last, discov- 
erea that some one had made an attempt to 
break open the door of their hut, and tracks in 
the fresh earth about the place indicatea 
that their visitor had been there very re- 
cently. Hoff went in search of the depre- 


dator, and having beaten about in the brush 
and undergrowth for more than an hour in all 
directions, was about to give up bis search and 
return heme, when he stumbleu over the form 
of the most hideous-looking creature that ever 
metthe gaze of human eyes. He described it 
as undoubtedly of human formin face and body, 
butso frightfully deformed as to leave only a 
faint resemblance. The body, as far as he could 
observe, was entirely naked, and black and 
rough. The head bore aslight resemblance to 
that of a negro, the eyes almust protruding from 
their sockets, and fangs stood out from a borri- 
bly-shaped mouth. 

The monstrosity in locomotion used its feet, 
and what were undoubtedly its arms, from the 
elbows to where the hands should have been, as 
forefeet. The two men notified their neighbors, 
and together they followea the direction taken 
by the creature, but gave up the hunt when 
night came on without finding a trace of it, 
Yesterday about 20 men resuwed the hunt, fol- 
lowing the trail in the snow, which led to the 
river, where it was lost. Itis thought that the 
monstrosity was drowned in an attempt to cross 
theriver. Mann came up to it once in the brush, 
and when he attempted to capture it was severe- 
ly bitten in the arm.

SHARP CANNOT BE AROUSED |

INDIFFERENT TO THE HKREE- 
DOM CLOSE AT HAND. 

TO BE RELEASED ON BAIL PROBABLY 
uu TO-DAY~—DE LANCEY NICOLL CONFI- 
DENT A CONVICTION CAN BE HAD. 
Apine box was carried from an express 
wagon into the County Clerk’s office at 3:55 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. It was bigger than 
@ soap box and not as high as a dry goods box. 
It was taken possession of by Edward Stapleton, 
law clerk in the office, and he opened it. Tho 
box contained the remittitur in the case of the 
people against Jacob Sharp. In olden times, 
when Latin was the language of the law, a re- 
mittitur meant the order of a higher court re- 
versing a decision of a lower court, and in plain 
English “itis sent back.” In these days itis 
supposed to represent, not only the order, but all 
the papers in the case. The remittitur in the 
Sharp case, in the way of bulk as well as of law, 
will compare favorably with any of the remit- 
titurs of ancient and modern times. More read- 
ing matter than was contained in the pine box 
that now lies without a cover in the County 
Clerk’s office could not be disposed of by ono 
man in less than 10 years, supposing he read at 
the rate of 10,000 words an hour for every hour 
ofthe 24 honrsin aday and rested on Sunday. 
This calculation may be accepted as evidence 
that the Court of Appeals is composed of very 
repid readers, or else that its members are ex- 


ceedingly well versed in the science of divina- 
tion. 


The remittitur having been received, what 
next? Jacob Sharp isstill an inmate of Ludlow- 
Street Jail, He will probably be carried out of 
it today, for although the District Attorney is 


entitled to 24 hours’ notice after the receipt of 
the remittitur, it is not likely that he will avail 
himself of the privilege in this case. But 
whether the release from Ludlow-Street Jail of 
Jacob Sharp occurs to-day or to-morrow or next 
week is allone to Sharp. His condition is such 
that tidings of joy ur sorrow affect him alike; 
he shows nv sign that they affect him 
vt all. He dozes the hours away—never 
soundly asleep, never wide awake, but at 
all times apparentiy regardless of things 
that @ year ago would have aroused him to 
instant effort. Five months in Ludlow-Street 
Jail have made such a change for the worse in 
Sharp’s appearance that few of the friends who 
have not seen him since his incarceration will be 
able to recognize him upon his release. Exactly 
what the plans of his family are regarding 
Sharp’s disposition is not known, for members 
of the family are very reticent on such topics, 
even to most intimate acquaintances. Sharp 
has no plans; but it is supposed that an effort 
will be made to remove him to the country, in 
the hope that pure air and fresh milk anda 
change of surroundings may infuse him with a 
little of his old spirit. 

Sharp will need all the strength he can mus- 
ter, for unless Col. Fellows, the District Attor- 
ney-elect, changes his mind, Sharp will be again 
placed on trial witliout loss of time, perhaps at 
the January term of court. But before this 
happens Sharp will get a sniff of fresh air. This 
morning Bourke Cockran, who seems to have 
jumped into first place as Mr. Sharp’s counsel, 
will meet District Attorney Martine, and they 
will **settle the order.” Then Mr.'Cockran will 
make application before a Supreme Court 
Judgethat Sharp be admitted to vail, pending 
the result of a newtrial. Mr. Coekran thinks 
that Sharp’s bail should not be placed at a 
higher figure than $25,000. Mr. Martine will 
probably ask that bail be placed at $50,000, but 
the amount will be a matter of secondary con- 
sideration, as Sharp will be able to secure it 
without much bother, and neither Mr. Martine 
nor Mr. Cockran will haggle mueh over figures. 

The prospects for a new trial for Sharp were 
discussed in the District Attorney’s ottice yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Martine, Mr. Nicoll, and 
Col. Fellows were present. The digests of the 
opinions of the Court of Appeals printed in THE 

TIMES and other papers were curefully read, 
after which all were of the opinion that Sharp 
could be convicted without the aid of any of the 
testimony considered incompetent by the Court 
of Appeals. On thie head Col. Fellows said that 
unless the opinion disclosed points not discoy- 
ered by the newspapers there still remained a 
very strong case ugainst Sharp. He had always 
been opposed, he said, to the admission on tue 
trial of Sharp of his testimony before the Senate 
committee. That admission, according to the 
Court of Appeals, was the greaterror in the case. 
Sharp would be tried again and tried justas 
quickly as circumstances would admit. The 
coming change in the District Attorney’s office 
might cause a little delay, but just as soon as 
the office was in working vondition the Sharp 
case would be taken up and it would be the first 
of the boodle cases to be tried. 

The reversal of Judge Barrett’s decision did not 
dismay De Laneey Nicoll,whois more thoroughly 
acquainted with every detail of the cause aguinst 
Sharp than any one else in the District Attor- 
ney’s oftice. If the full textof the opinion of 
the Court of Appeals showed no more errors 
than he was then cognizant of he was aosolute- 
ly certain that the District Attorney’s office had 
in its possession sufficient testimony to procure 
Sharp’s conviction on a second trial. As Mr. 
Nicoll understood the matter there were four 
points upon which the Court of Appeals ruled 
that Judge Barrett wasin error. It was much 
easier, Mr. Nicoll said, to procure testimony 
when it was understood that you had astrong 
case than when it was supposed you were 
simply greping after evidence. Long after it 
had been decided to put Sharp on trial great 
difficulty had been experienced in procuring 
testimony against him. On this account the 
prosecution found it necessary to use every 
serap of testimony it could procure, and against 
the competency of which very little doubt was 
felt. As the trial proceeded and the prosecution 
showed thatit hada case additional testimony 
was procured, or rather it was offered. Pierson 
was not secured as a witness until the day be- 
fore he took the stand, and he was 
the first witness who was able to show the 
actual connection that existed between Sharp 
and the boodle Aldermen. So it was with other 
testimony. When the trial was over it was 
easy enough to see how the case could have 
been made more compact and stronger, but to 
have seen this at the beginning of the trial was 
impossible. 

Jas he certain that Sharp could be convicted 
without the testimony that had been ruled out 
by the Court of Appeals? 

He was quite certain. The admission of 
Miller’s testimony, or that part of it in which he 
expressed his belief that the $5,000 which he 
had been offered had been oifered in return for 
his vote in favor of giving Sharp the Broadway 
franchise, had been ruled out as incompetent. 
The admission of that portion of Miller’s testi- 
mony had been an inadvertence. Miller was an 
unwilling witness, and the prosecution had been 
compelled to pull testimony outofhim. That 
bit of testimony had not affected the result, and 
it could easily be spared in a futuretrial. The 
Court of Appeals had ruled that evidence of the 
flight of Keenan, Moloney, and others was in- 
competent The testimony of the detectives 
who had visited the exiles in Canada was not 
material to the case. It had appeared to be 
when testimony was not as plentiful as it had 
afterward grown, buton a new trial the lack of 
this testimony would not be considered a mis- 
fortune by the prosecution. If the admission of 
this testimony—a portion of Miller’s and that of 
the detectives relating to the boodlerg’ flight— 
had been denied the case would not have been 
reversed. The Court of Appeals, he understood, 
80 stated. 

The reversal, therefore, rested upon two 
points, the admission on the trial of Sharp’s tes- 
timony before the Senate committee and the 
admission of Pottle’s testimony. Pottle’s testi- 
mony, Mr. Nicoll said, had been introduced to 
show Mr. Sharp’s methods. The testimony had 
not been of any practical value. In the light of 
the reversal it was a mistake to putitin; and 
uo prosecuting officer would be afraid to xo 
before a jury in a new trial of Sharp without it, 
but it wasn’t always possible to exchange fore- 
sight for hindsight. Pottle’s testimony had been 
introduced at a time when every little bit of 
evidence seemed of value. 

Had the prosecution been in possession of as 
much evidence against Sharp when he was put 
upon trial as it pow has it would not have been 
necessary to introduce Sharp's testimony before 
the Senate committee. When it was introduced 
it was, or seemed to be, absolutely necessary to 
sbow how much money came into Sharp’s pos- 
session through the giftof the Broadway fran- 
chise. That testimony would not be necessary 
now, asmany of the transactions laid barein that 
testimony eould be proved in other ways. 

In short, the reversal simply meant that 
Sharp would be compelled to stand another trial.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—The Rev. I. W. 
Bagley, Pastor of the Tabernacle Baptist Church 
on Broadway, Camden, has had some strange 
experiences in the thousand or so marriages he 
has performed in that city during his pastorate, 
but an episode occurred to-night that fairly 
took the Pastor’s breath away. Hackman 
Hires, who stards beside his coupé at the Fed- 
eral-street ferry, is always on the lookout for 
the stray passengers who cross the river, and 
his perceptive powers can tell to a certainty 
when a couple arrives that wishes the aid of a 


minister or a Justice of the Peace to tie the cou- 
nubial knot.

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CONGRESS AND THE TARIFF 


DEMOORATS MAKING PLANS 
OR A REDUOTION. 
ALL OF THEM FAVOR CUTTING DOWN 
THE SURPLUS—THE WAYS AND MEANS 
CHAIRMANSHIP—THE ATLANTA. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The Democratic 
members of Congress, who are coming in thick 
and fast, are all submitting to interviews on the 
tariff question and the proposed reduction of the 
surplus revenues. They do not have much to 
say thatisnew. They dread to think of a fail- 
ure to check the flow of money into the Treas- 
ury. Very few of them have any doubt of the 
result of a failure to passa bill, The most re- 
markable thing is that up to this time no Dem- 
ocrat has reached the capital who is opposed to 
tariff reduction. Mr. Randallis here, and, so faras 
can be ascertained, has not opened bis mouth on 
the subject. Senator Gorman has spoken, and 
he has interested the members by reviving the 
suggestion made in June last that Mr. Carlisle 
shall decline to be elected Speaker; that he 
shall permit that honorable office to be occu- 
pied by Mr. Crisp or some other capable man, 
and that Mr. Carlisle shall take his placeat the 
head of the Ways and Means Committee. If it 
was desirable that Mr. Carlisle shoula do 
this, it is now almost too late to under- 
take the work of changing. But Mr. 
Carlisle thinks that he can be 


as 
useful in the chair as on the floor. cee re 
friends will not hear fora mowent of his Ssur- 
rendering the Speakership. It is very impor- 
tant that his judgment shall be exercised in 
arranging the committees, and afterward in 
gulding the labors of the House, upon the record 
of which the Democrats must rest when they 
go before the country uext year. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, whois the apparent suc- 
cessor to Mr. Morrison as Chairman of Ways and 
Means may be persuaded to accept sume other 
Chairmanship aud a place on the committee, 
He is a good member, a strong low-tariff man, 
and a vigorous fighter. Some of the Democrats 
who hope, at least, to see a fair compromise 
tariff bill approved by both houses, are fearful 
that if Mr. Mills is placed at the head of the 
Ways and Means Committee be may, by his vehe- 
mence and obstinacy, provoke opposition where a 
man equally positive but more discreet could 
hold the House to him with practical solidity. 
Mr. Breckenridge, of Arkansas, who ts also a low 
tariff man, is one of the best-equipped of tke 
Democratic mewbers to take charge of the bill. 
True, he lacks oratorical power, but he is stu- 
dious, industrious, patient, and not apt to excite 
uvreasonable prejudice. He is, perhaps, a more 
minute student of the details of a tariff 
vill than Mr. Breckenridge, of Kentucky, who 
isalso onthe committee. But the Kentucky 
Breckinridge is not only a very well equipped 
minmember. He is an earnest, eloquent orator, the 
only objection suggested by his legislative 
record being that he would shine more as an 
orator discussing general principles than asa 
plodding analyst devoted to illustrating by facts 
aud figures the absurdities of the existing 
tariff. If Mr. Mills is chosen, and there seems 
great probability that he will be, the difficul- 
ties of meeting challenges from the Republican 
side will be divided between the members of the 
committee. Of course Mr. Cox may take a 
place on the committee, and Mr. Collins of Mas- 
sachusetts, is also spoken of as desirious of be- 
ing named as a member. 

Isis generally understood among the Demo- 
crats who expect to cv-operate with the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Fairchild in carrying out an 
Administration attempt to reduce the tariff that 
the Ways and Means Committee will prepare a 
bill taking offa quarter of the duties on sugar 
and a little more than half the tobacco tax. 
This may develop in the House into a bill re- 
woving all the tobacco tax and half the 
duties on sugar. With the special tobacco 
taxes repealed and smoking and chewing to- 
bacco made free $14,000,000 would be taken 
from the revenues. A quarter of the sugar 
tax would be about $12,000,000. Wool 
on the free list would .cut off $5,000,- 
000 more, lumber $1,000,000, and salt 
$1,000,000 or less. This would be a 
total of $33,000,000, leaving $37,000,000 
to be taken from the tariff list on other articles. 
If all the tobacco taxes and half the sugar 
duties are repealed the revenue duties would be 
lessened $55,000,000, leaving $15,000,000 to be 
taken off of lumber, salt, wool, and other 


| articles if $70,000,000 is the amount of reduc- 


tion to be secured.

The report of Capt. Bunre on the defects no- 
ticed by him in the construction of the Atlanta 
will be made public to-morrow. An abstract of 


the report has already appeared in THrE TIMES, 
which the Navy Department officials are con- 
Strained to admit was correct. The indorse- 
ments of the bureau chiefs are not easy tu obtain 
in advance, but those who have read them say 
that they are somewhat conflicting. Chief Con- 
atructor Wilson does not say much. His 
indorsement covers only a few lines. He 
agrees with Capt. Bunce in most of the sue- 
gestions made by tbat officer, but recommends 
a thorough test of the vessel before any changes 
are made. It is stated that Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville classifies the numerous recommenda- 
tions of Capt. Bunce under 12 heads, and an- 
swers each. He thinks that as much of the 
steering gear as possible should be put below 
the water line. Stores which it has been cus- 
tomary to carry below the water line could be 
placed above it to effect this..,The forward or top 
deck he considers the best place for the 
automatic steering engine. To carry the 
hand and steam gear through the double 
bottom would require a stuliing box 
for each water-tight compartment. The deck 
could only be widened by entirely rebuilding 
the superstructure, though additional room 
could be obtained by removing hammock net- 
tings and using the hammocks to protect the 
secondary batteries on the superstructure deck, 


*to which a partof them might be removed as 


proposed. Yo change the batteries would re- 
quire the alteration of the entire design of the 
upver part of the hull, and in the boiler hatches 
it would entail other extensive changes in the 
tireroow, pipes, &c. To abolish the sail power 
altogether would be better than to reduce the 
battery or curtail the coal endurance. To 
build up the cutaway bow and stern would 
destroy the best fighting qualities of the 
vessel to make her more comfortable for 
cruising. The objections urged against the 
Atlanta on this account apply equally to the 
Yang Wei Tsohuski, Esmeraldi, Etna, Nanin- 
wakan, Cuarleston, and Reina Regenta. It is 
said that the engineer-in-chief concura in the 
following recommendations of Capt. Bunce, and

UNIONIST CHIEFS HONORED 


A TORY BANQUET ATTHE IRISH 
CAPITAL. 

HARTINGTON AND GOSCHEN DEFEND THE 
UNIONIST CAUSE AMID CHEERS FOR 

3 WHEMSELVES AND THE QUEEN. 
Dvusuin, Nov. 30.—The Unionist banqnet 
in Leinster Hall this evening was a brilliant af- 
fair. The leading merehants and professional 
men and a number of Catholic Unionists were 
present. The balconies were crowded with 
ladies. Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen were 
warmly applauded. The toast to the Queen was 
received with enthusiasm, everybody rising and 
joining in the singing of the national anthem 
and ‘‘ God bless the Prince of Wales.” Mr. Ken- 
ny, an exninent Catholic barrister, in proposing 
a@toast tothe Unionist cause, denounced home 
rule as an insidious misnomer, simply meaning 


the dismemberment of the empire and 
the utter ruin of Ireland. Agitation, he said, 
had already destroyed Irish trade and ruined 
Irish credit, but there were hopeful symptoms 
that the people were beginning to find out the 
real tendencies of the agitators’ work. 

Mr. Goschen, who responded, said that the time 
foranybody being neutral toward the separatists 
had passed. No truce should be allowed with 
the party of sedition. These demonstrations, 
showing that the most important part of Ireland 
Was against home rule, would help to convince 
England and the world that the agitators’ claim 
of representing Irish sentiment was largely 
delusive. Mr. Goschen landed the landlords for 
having rejected a bribe as gross as was ever of- 
fered to @ great interest by a statesman who 
oughtto have known better. They had acted 
nobly, he said, under a strong temptation, and 
the Government appreciated their patriot- 
ism. Then they were the* only section 
of the Loyalist Party in TIreland. It 
was cant on the art of the learned 
Professors who adorn the Gladstonian party 
to throw discredit upon the views, intelligence, 
learning, and literature of this city. It was 
cant on the part of the educated and wesithy 
classes of England to say, when their brethren 
in Ireland expressed the opinion that their 
wealth and education could not count, that the 
only qualifications forreal authority were te 
have nothing and to know nothing. [Cheerg 
and laughter.] ‘‘Our opponents,’ said Mr. 
Goschen, ‘“ consider tmoinds that are 
blank better receptacles for their doctrines. 
That is not our view. We prefer men acquainted 
with history and its lessons, and are glad ta 
deal with audiences who care more fur argu-~ 
ment than for declamation, who care more to be 
informed on questions of the day than to be in- 
flamed by the prejudices of the day. We are 
satisfied to disappoint those who expected that 
we came here to inflame party or faction.” 

Referring to the chailenge of the Freeman’s 
Journal, he invited the reporters of that paper 
who were present to note and report carefully 
his words. Never had he said that O’Brien de- 
served five years’ penal servitude; the story, 
was an invention of ihe Freeman’s Journal re~ 
porters. [Laughter and hisses.] He continued: 
‘We have other matters to occupy our minds 
than paying attention to sensational paragraphs 
in the Nationalist press, which are devised to 

reoccupy us, or to the incidents of their ridicu- 
ous campaign against the executors of the law. 
Such provoeation will not turn us aside from the 
duty of promoting the prosperity of that Ire- 
land, whose fortunes and fate are as dear tc 
us as those of any other part of the King- 
dom.” Referring to the charge tnat the 
Government had broken its pledges 
concerning the granting of local covernment 
to Ireland, he said: “ You who live here and 
who know what passes at national and mu- 
nicipal gatherings will be able to furnish anu an- 
swer. I consider that a pledge given to a sane 
man will not hold when the man has become 
a lunatic. I should be too glad to see established 
in Ireland a real rival to the political influence 
of the Central League in Dublin, but it is 
impossible while municipal privileges are util- 
ized for purposes of revolution, d partisag 
home rule bias alone is at the bottom of muni- 
cipal local governmentin Ireland. So long a3 
that continues the Imperial party cannos 
assist 1m creating vantage ground for op- 
erations against the loyalist inhabitants, but 
when coercion is no longer put upen lecal 
opinion we shall be ready to redeem onr 
pledges.” In conclusion, he entreated the audi- 
ence to remember that though they had to bear 
the brunt, the forces behind them were stronger 
than those 1n front, and that if they stood tirm 
they would be certain to come out victorious. 
{Prolouged cheers.]} 

Lord Hartington, rising after "midnight to re- 
ply to a toast to the President of the Union, said 
that the Freeman's Journal, in criticising him, 
said he showed no emotion on his reception. He 
did not know what the Freeman's Journal ex- 
pected. Hecould only say thatif he possessed 
the eloquence of the greatest {Irish orators 
it would not suffice to express the warmth 
of the gratitude he felt for the welcome accord- 
ed him. In his treatment of the local govern- 
ment auestion Lord Hartington used much the 
same arguments as had Mr. Goschen. He said 
that great as was the temptation to rely upon 
force and exceptienal law solely for the 
maintenance of the union, the sooner the 
Unionists found themselves in a position ta 
deal on terms of perfect equality with the 
people of Ireland as compared with those 
of England, the easier would their task become 
and the more firmly would they secure the 
maintenance of the union. Butto do this they 
were powerless without the co-operation of tie 
loyal partyin Ireland. We look to you to show 
England that there 1s a party in Ireland which 
is as deeply attached to our institutions and 
laws as are Englishmen themselves. We further 
look to you to prove that you are equally 
willing to trust your fellow-countrymen and 
extend to them equal liberties and laws. With 
your steady asSistance our task will be grearly 
lightened. In conclusion [ would ask the gener 
ous assistance ofthe loyalist press. Itis a mat 
ter of the deepest regret tumany of us that we 
believe that vast portions of the peopie ef thig 
country never have an opportunity of seeing any 
papers except those advocating disloyalty and 
separation.” The proceedings ended with threé 
cheers for the Queen. 

The Irish Tomes (Conservative) claims that the 
Unionist meeting last night was an assemblage 
of intellect, courage, and popular feeling te pro- 
test, notasa minority, but substantially as an 
equal portion of tbe Irish people, against the 
policy of the home rule party. ; 

The Freeman's Journal says the surroundings 
proved that Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen 
were avowed enemies of [reiand. Detectives, it 
says, guarded the two Englishmen asif they 
werea couple of Czars. The meeting was at- 
tended by only those who had tickets, and no

in his annual report to the President, “ indulged 
to previous reports, has been realized during 
the past year. In part arising from an extension 
of the limits gf mailable matter of the fourth 
elass—ordered to mect the requirements of 
trade—and from the receipts of the special de- 
livery service, but chiefly from the greater em- 
ployment of all postal facilities consequent 
apon the rising business prosperity of 
the cuuntry, faithfully reflected in tho 
Postal Service, the revenues have gained 
upon the preceding year by nearly 
$4,840,000, attaining a height never reached 
before, despite the restrictive operation of vari- 
eus reductions in the rates of postage. Upon 
the other hand, the study of economy has not 
been without effect in restraining the necessarily 
rising scale of expenditure, so that the increase 
of cash disbursements has but little overstepped 
$2,000,000. Thus the deficiency charged upon 
the general Treasury, which two years 
since was a@ round seven millions and a 
year ego but about seventy thousand less, has 
been reduced almost three-sevenths, while the 
fair augury from our present circumstances 
gives hope that during the current year it will 
nearly if not entirely disappear. If there shall 
remain at the year’s end any excess of cash 
expenditure above receipts it cannot but 
be much less than the postages upon the mail 
matter of the Government itself, estimated to 
be at least $2,000,000 annually, and reason- 
ably its debt to the Postal Service. It may, 
therefore, be fairly affirmed that from the be- 
ginning of the current fiscal year the Postal 
Service has again become substantially self- 


sustaining, and the prediction be ventured that 
if the revenues be not further crippled and 
only a similar ratio of increasing expenditure 
be held, the next fiscal year will yield a surplus, 
which should under the same conditions an- 
nually increase.” f 
Mr. Vilas expects that this promising condi- 
tion will induce special interests to urge reduc- 
tions in postage on certain classes of mail mat- 
ters, but he believes that the general intorest 
will perhaps require that a reduction of the 
rates should be deferred to asomewhat later 
period. But the time is not far distant when the 
rate of charges upon letters can be properly 
lowered to 1 cent on ounce and some reduction 
permitted in the postaze upon merchandise and 
other matter. The differences in the present 
rates are fairly equitable, the greater burden 
being upon, and probably all the profit 
arising from, first class matter. At this 
time certain objects claim his atten- 
tion as worthy of effort, and he says: 
“Among these objects there appear to be most 
prominent and attractive the ascertainment and 
formulation of the true principles and rules to 
overn the provision of clerical foree for Post 
Sitices and to fix the ;grades and compensation 
ot their ofticers and employes upon a just and 
discriminating basis; the establishment of a 
eorrect system for approximately uniform or- 
ganization of the administrative and clerical 
force in offices of the higher classes; the pro- 
vision of buildings for Post Offices in communi- 
ties of such size as to require an office inde- 
pendent of private affairs; the extension and 
perfection of the system of free delivery until all 
communities enjoy its privileges which are so 
situated as to make it their due; the therough 
reformation of the system of employing and 
ying for railroad transportation; the estab- 
shment of additional Fast Mail Service until 
all the trunk lines of mail commupication are so 
provided; provision for the instruction and ex- 
amination of persons for appointment in the 
Railway Mail Service; enlargement of the foreign 
Parcels post system recently entered upon 60 as 
to embrace all countries with which a retail 
trade will be advantageous to our people, and 
the addition of some auxiliaries to our means of 
postal convenience calculated to enhance the 
utility of the service to the people.” : 
The gains in the number of Post Offices during 
the year have been marked. The number of sal- 
aried offices at its beginning was, of the first 
class, 75; of the second, 400, and of the third, 
1,769, a total of 2,244 of the Presidential 
classes. On July 1 the net gains of the several 
classes were 7 in the first, 35 in the second, and 
50 in the third, making respective totals of 82 
in the first, 435 in the second, and 1,819 in the 
third; in all 2,336, a net increase of 92. Andon 
Oct. 1 there were added to the third class 45 
pftices py assignment, pursuant to law, thus 
making the total number of the third class, at 
the time of this report, 1,864, and of all Presi- 
dential offices, 2,381—the highest yet reached 
in the history of the department. Besides, there 
were then 53,053 fourth-class offiees aud 625 
branch oltices or «stations. There were 8,089 
money-order offices and 110 money-order sta- 
tions. During the year the fourth-class offices 
had gained 1,543, the numbers established hav- 
ing been been 3,043 and the number discontin- 
ued 1,500. New-England gained 45, the Middle 
States 202, the South 785, the Paeific slope 115, 
and the West and Nerthwest 396. Peunsylvania 
headed the list with 118. Nevada lost 8 offices. 
The appointments of Postmasters numbered 
altogether during the fiscal year 13,079, of 
which 6,863 were to fill vacancies happening 
upon the expiration of commissions or by resig- 
nations; 2,584 upon removals or suspensions; 
589 by death, and 3,042 to newly-established 
offices. Among these appointments 893 were 
upon the President’s commission to vacancies 
Which happened from the causes and in the re- 
epective numbers following: By expiration of 
commission, 350; by resignation, 122; by re- 
moval or suspension, 237; by death, 39, and 
upon the assignment of fourth-cisss offices toa 
Presidential class, 145. As showicg the number 
of removals and appointments to Presidential 
offices after the change in the Administration 
these figures are given: There were 2,339 of- 
fices on March 4, 1885, 203 were afterward ad- 
vanced from the fourth class, 5 wera dis- 
continued, and 201 reduced to the fourth 
class, leaving 2,336 offices in the 
Presidential classes on July 1, 1887. 
During that time 876 new appointments were 
made on expiration of commissions, 475 on vol- 
untary resignations, 65 en deaths, and 509 on 
suspensions or removals; 27 Postinasters wera 
reappointed on expiration of commissions, 28 
new appointments were made to offices become 
Presidential, and there were 170 reappointments 
in this class. Among the Presidential Postmas- 
ters in office on March 4, 1885, the percentage of 
suspensions and removais so shown is 21.5, and 
the percentage of their voluntary resignations 
during the period of two years and upward 18.3. 
Among fourth-class Postmasters the removals 
since March 7, 1885, amount to 24.4 per cent., 
and the voluntary resignations to 31.9 per cent. 
A little above 39 per cent. still remain in office, 

The appropriate remedy for relief of the in- 
congruities now existing in Postmaster compen- 
sation seems to be, the report says, in seeking a 
less arbitrary and more natural classification of 
the Post Offices and the proper execution of the 
theory of the division by such provision for the 
several classes as the character and amount of 
their respective business require. It appears 
more in accordanee with the affairs of their of- 
fices to divide Postmasters. into two, or perhaps 
three classes. The largest should comprise those 
who serve the smaller communities, and whose 
limited business requires for office room buta 
share of the space in some apartment employed 
by the Postmaster for other uses of his own. 
Buch # class might embrace not only these Post- 
masters now in the fourth class, but the lower 
grades of these at present in the third elass, 
drawing the line perhaps ata business which 
produces gress receipts of $3,000 per year. 
Offices above this lowest grade could be divided 
inte two classes, although, Mr. Vilas says, **the 
value of a subdivision of the salaried class can 
not be great, hor are specialiy useful results 
promised toit. There is, however, a line which 
naturally separates these into two classes. 
In the large Oflices of the service, perhaps such 
2% receive $30,000 or more, the duties of 
supervision and general management may be 
woperly regarded suflicient to require the 
Postmaster’s attention to such an extent as to 
jieave little or no opportunity to shareinits de- 
tailed werk; while in those which rise from the 
lowest salaried limit to this peint he ought to 
sarticipate in the labors of the oflice more or 
fone, accordingly as its requirements of a super- 
visory nature vary from the least to the most 
absorbing degree.” 

Upon this plan the oflices of the firet or upper 
class will number 118, of the secoud or middle 
class, 1,471, and of the third or commission- 
paid class, 53,845, according to the returns 
upon which the latest annual review proceeded 
end the entire number on Oct. 10. To establish 
this new system Mr, Vilas says two rearrange- 
ments would be necessary—oune by which box 
rents should be taken up as part of the Govern- 
ment revenues, the other by the application of 
the commission scale by allowance of specitic 
sums of compeusation out of specific sums of 
the cancellations and collections on which the 
commission is graduated. instead of various per- 
eentages to be separately computed in each 
case. 

Taking up buildings for Post Offices the re- 
port finds that of the whole number of offices 
chargeable to the Government 86 were on Oct, 
31 last in Government buildings, 303 were under 
4ease for different terms at a gross annual rent- 
al of $285,729 50, besides 50 stations at the 
rental of $62,621, and to the remainder, 
mouey allowances for rent, imeurred and 
to be paid by the Postmaster, to the 
amount in gross for the year of 
$92,643, have been ordered. Says the report: 
** Provisionally, it can bardly be questioned, the 
department should be authorized to pursue 
its present course of leasing, or making allow- 
ances, as mzy,in the particular case, be most 
expedient {and economical, and adeqate appro- 
priation be made, Authority to make a lease 
for five or more years, at least, subject to termi- 
nation when a Government building is provided, 
or whenever, in the judgment of Congress or the 
department, the public interests so require, ap- 
pears to be a proper accompaniment, and is

The free delivery service has been extended to 
Birmingham, Ala.; Wichita, Kan.; Battle Creek, 
Mich.; Winona, Minn.; Joliet and Rock Island, 
Til.; Bradford, Penn., and Rutland, Vt. During 
the year carriers handled 2,234,564,656 pieces, 
an increase of 14 per cent. The extension of 
the system wherever advantageous is reoom- 
mended. Asa measure of economy the estab- 
lishment of a class of collection carriers is urged 
by the report. 

The money order service, in domestic orders, 
reached $117,462,660 89, and in international 
orders $9,035,580 31, an increase of 3,2 percent. 
in domestic orders and 25.86 in foreign. In postal 
notes $11,768,824 81 were issued. There were 
about 1,250,000 special delivery articles 
handled, yielding about $29,000 clear revenues. 
The system is pronounced beneficial and likely 
to gain further patronage. The volume of the 
department’s business may be judged from some

blanks, 112,403 booka, 193,091,700 facing slips, 
17,500 marking, rating, and canceling stamps, 
778,152 pounds of twine, 21,747 reams of 
wrapping paper, 13,575 pounds of canceling 
ink, 506,290 slide labels, and a long list of other 
articles. The number of requisitions supplied 
was 287,055, as against 162,640 in 1885. 

So far, for transporting the mails, $28.031,- 
106 62 have been paid, and about $252,000 is 
owed for railway service, Mails are now sent 
over 7,016 miles of new railroads. The total 
cost per mile for the whole service is $123 52, 
against $125 23 for the preceding year. while 
the total cost is $16,174,691, against $15,520,- 
191. The fast mail service gained an important 
addition by the facilitation cffected between 
Pittsburg;St. Louis, and Kansas City. Upon the 
appropriation for special facilities, Mr. Vilas 
asks that it be conditioned that on the trip down 
the Atlantic coast the mail train should reach 
Tampa, Fla, by 3 P. M., so that the 
mail steamer shonid reach Havana by 
sunset of the following day. In March, 1885, 
the annual rate of cost of the Star Route service 
stood at $5,430,993, and contracts added to 
that rate of cost $238,856; leaving the service 
to stand at the annual rate of $5,669,849. On 
Sept. 30, 1887, this rate stooa at $5,020,498 71. 
On the first day of the current fiscal year the 
routes numbered 14,368, an increase of 1,997; 
their total length was 236,896 miles, an addi- 
tion of 4,674; their aggregate annual mileage 
of travel was 85,133,077, being 2,105,756 miles 
of greater service, and the rats of cost was 
5.921 cents per mile. 

Under “The Railway Mail Service,” it appears 
that at the close of the fiscal year there were 
913 lines of railway Post Offices, an increase of 
42, extending over 116,609.12 miles of railroad, 
an increase of 5,936.82; the clerks in tho ser- 
vice numbered 4,851, an increase of 278; the 
total daily distance run by clerks was 130,958.53 
miles, an increase of 7,213.38. The entire miles 
of service performed by clerks in crews was 
107,067.643, a gain of 6,143,733 over the pre- 
ceding year. These clerks handled 5,834,690,875 
pieces of ordinary mail matter, 505,- 
169,400 more than in the previous year. 
The railway postal clerks are given much atten- 
tion by the Postmaster-General. Itis not easy 
to get good ones, and he finds that to secure 
fairly-tanght and suitable eligibles for original 
appointment it would appeara practicable course 
to provide the department with means for an 
annual or semi-annual examination in each of 
the States and Territories under proper regula- 
tions. Since March 7, 1885, 1,309 clerks have 
resigned, 383 haved been removed for partisan- 
ship, and 805 for disciplinary causes. But the 
tenure of a competent clerk is declared secure 
during good behavior. 

The railway carriers statutc, Mr. Vilas says, 
is seriously defective in its omission to grant 
authority to require and compel the service of 
railroads in mail transportation. So far as the 
statute goes it is at the mere option of these com- 
mon carriers to serve the Government. There 
are also grave difficulties in the compensation 
problem. Ownership of its postal cars by the 
Government is recommended. Payment for 
transportation, he adds, in cars, of which but a 
portion is used for mail service, can probably be 
adjusted more easily upon the basis of space em- 
ployed. Such cars will necessarily be drawn in 
the usual passenger trains, and the vexatious 
complications touching speed and frequency 
slip out to a great degree. All fast mail trains, 
with few exceptions, draw only Post Office cars 
and express cars. In the gradation of compen- 
sation for the transportation of these suitable 
allowance may be made for special time. 

As to foreign mails Mr. Vilas sees no objection 
in this particular case to allowing a proposed 
direct mailline to the River Plate $3,000 or 
$4,000 a month, if the plan should be approved 
by Congress as not crossing the line between 
true compensation and a subsidy. 

From the new postal connection with Mexico 
good results are expected, and it is hoped soon 
to conclude a parcels post arrangement with 
that country. Parcel posts, Mr. Vilas believes, 
would be of great advantage, especially to 
merchants and ocean carriers, and under 
the advice of the Attorney-General an 
arrangement with the Governor of Jamaica 
went into effect on Oct. 1. Another with the 
Barbadoes goes into effect to-morrow. The 
postage fee is 12 cents a pound, with small de- 
livery charges. The limit of weight is 11 
pounds. Negotiations hava been cpened with 
Central and South American countries, and the 
department will spare no pains tothe end of 
securing the needed arrangements, 

Of the laws relating to the department, Mr. 
Vilas says: “Observation and study reveal the 
desirability, almost necessity, of a thorough 
and sensible codification of the legislation af- 
fecting the service. One statute now frequent- 
ly so overlaps and qualifies another that it is 
with difficulty the will of the Legislature is 
taken from the written law, and obvious defects 
exist in many instances. When some legisla- 
tion which must have independent Congres- 
sional action shall have been enacted, touching 
subjects already discussed in this report, it will 
be possible to codify the postal laws in®such 
form as to afford promise of reasonable perma- 
nency and prove of great utility.” 

Mr. Vilas recommends strongly the appoint- 
ment of a Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General, 
the care of Post Offices requiring the assistance 
of such an officer. He also asks a revision of 
the pay list, many of the salaries being *‘ grossly 
inadequate and unfair.” For the Superintendent 
of the department building and disbursing clerk 
an addition is asked especially. An increase of 
$500 1s ssked in the salary of the chief clerk, 
the chief of Post Office inspectors, the Superin- 
tendent of the division of Post Office suyplies, 
the Superintendent of railway adjustments, and 
the chiet of the finance division; of $800 in that 
of the chief of the salary and allowance divi- 
sion; of $250 in that of the chief of the stamp 
division and the Superintendent of the Dead 
Letter Office; of $200 for chief clerk of the 
Dead Letter Office; of $200 for engineer in the 
additional buildings. 

In his estimates the Postmaster-General puts 
the probable gross reeeipts forthe year ending 
June 30, 1889, at $57,563,734 32. “The esti- 
mates,” he says, ‘‘submitted for the appropria- 
lions aggregate $58,967,233 74, a sum greater 
than the estimated revenue by $1,403,499 42, 
It is designed, however, to submit the estimates 
for appropriation in each of the 36 items pru- 
dently high, and the aggregate of unexpeuded 
balances may be reasonably expected to be more 
than the foregoing difference, as it has been dur- 
ing each of the three or four years past. Unless 
legislation or some unforeseen eveAt changes 
the relation between revenue and expense a 
cash surplus may be coniidertly anticipated as 
tho product of the coming year.”

THE HAWAIIAN LOANS. 


SCANDALS UNDER THE REVOLUTIONARY 
GOVERNMENT. 

San Francisco, Noy. 80.—Advices re- 
ecived here from Honolulu yesterday by the 
steamer Australia state thata number of prom- 
inent Hawaiians are endeavoring to obtain a 
new loan of $2,000,000 for internal improve- 
ments. A previous Government loan of $2,000,- 
000 was declared illegal by the Supreme Court 
of Hawaii, but the Legislature overruled the 
decision of the court by a vote of 38 to 13. Itis 


said that this action was taken in order to open 
the way for anew contemplated loan. 8.G. Wilder, 
President of the House, is at the head of thenew 
scheme. It embraces the construction of a rail- 
road on the island of Hawaii between Hilo and 
Kohala. It will be about 100 miles long and 
cost $1,000,000. It is not proposed that this 
money shall be obtained in the form of a Gov- 
ernment loan. Wilder has an agent who, it is 
sald, will call the attention of British investors 
to the desirability of putting money into the 
scheme. This ayentis Armstrong, who has fig- 
ured in other enterprises and has threatened 
the Hawaiian Legislature with a visit by a Brit-

People are of the opinion that 
the Green Government is in league with the 
plunderers, and, in fact, that the only substan- 
tial change effected by the revolution was the 
change in color of the legislators, whites being 
substituted for Kauakas. This, they say, is not 
an improvement if the old system is to be main- 
tained, the old extravagance continued, and if 
public officials and their relatives are to be en- 
gaged in every new project of piunder. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Mr. Carter, the

MISSED IT THE 


CONMON STOCKHOLDERS 
WOULD KNOW WHY. 
ALLEGED MISUSE OF A RAILWAY COM- 
PANY’S DIVIDENDS IN THE INTER- 
EST OF PREFERRED STOCKHOLDERS. 
Detroit, Mich., Nov. 30.—The facts rela- 
tive to the injunetion prohibiting the purchase 
by the Flint and Pére Marquette Railway of the 
Port Huron and Northwestern Narrow Gauge 
Road are at last made public. When the Flint 
and Pere Marquette Company was reorganized, 
| about six years ago, the sharo capital repre- 
sented $3,000,000 and the loans $7,000,000. 
The stockholders representing the share capital 
met the bondholders who held the debt and agreed 
upon a friendly foreclosure, the terms of which 
were that a purchasing committee should buy in 
the property and reorganize the road, establish- 
ing the value of the property at $10,000,000. It 


was also stipulated that there should be two 
classes of stock, preferred and comimon, the pre- 
ferred to be isaued at once, and the common as 
8000 as five consecutive 7 per cent. annual divi- 
dends had been declared by the preferred stock- 
holders. The holders of common stock had cer- 
tificates issued by the new company agreeing 
to that plan. Since this arrangement was made 
the common stockholders have come to suspect 
a settled policy on the part of the preferred 
stockholders to keep them outin the cold. Four 
consecutive dividends were paid, but the fifth 
was only 619 per cent., which, of course, put a 
wet blanket on the hopes of the common stock- 
holders. 

The latter declare that the road’ is prosperous 
and abundantly able to pay consecutive divi- 
dends under the original plan, but that the pre- 
ferred stockholders have managed to use upa 
considerable portion of the income by devoting 
to the construction account what should have 
been placed to the credit of the income account. 
They instance two needlessly and costly sta- 
tions and allege that the company’s headquar- 
ters offices at East Saginaw are fitted up after a 
palatial fashion. These, with similar facts, they 
assert, indicate a settled purpose on the part of 
the preferred stockholders to keep common 
stockholders from participation in any profits. 

On Jan. 7a bill was filed on behalf of the com- 
moon stockholders by Francis V. Parker and 
others, pointing out this alleged state of facts 
to the United States Circuit Court and praying 
for relief. The preliminary injunction asked 
for, however, was not granted. The court, 
speaking by Justice Matthews, declared that the 
diversion and misappropriation of the revenue 
of the company, threatening the complainants’ 
rights, did not appear so imminent as to require 
the interposition of the court before the stating 
of the accounts prayed for, the latter subject 
being still before the court and expected 
to come up thisterm, As soon, however, as it 
was learned that the proposed purchase of the 
Port Huron Road was about to be consummated 
a second petition was filed, praying for an in- 
junction and alleging that this purchase would 
greatly prejudice the interests of the common 
stockholders. The petition was granted, and 
is addressed tothe Directors of both reads, I¢ 
positively prohibits any transfer being made 
or any action taken looking to such purchase or 
sale untikdecision is rendered on the pending 
complaints, and if the sale has actually been 
perfected before the injunction is served it then 
ties up all proceeds of the sale in lke manner. 

The hearing in the case is fixed for Thursday, 
Dec. 8, in this city. It is understood that the 
proofs required by Justice Matthews’s decision 
to determine whether the five consecutive 7 per 
cent. annual dividen@s had been earned over 
and above operating expenses, cost of renewals, 
equipment, and repairs, have been closed, and 
are ready to be submitted. 


READING’S SPLENDID YEAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—To-day was the 
end of Reading’s fiscal year, and from now un- 
til the date of the annual meeting, Jan. 9, Sec- 
etary Foster will be kept busy night and day 
compiling figures and getting detailed reports in 
readiness. The netearnings for the year just 
closed are in round numbers $12,500,000. The 
nearest approach to this in reeent years 
was in 1882-3, when the net earnings were 


$11,938,589, but in that year the increase was 
made at the expense of the physical condition 
of the road. In 1884 the net earnings were 
$9,073,221, in 1885 $8,027,632, in 1886 
$7,429,154. The increase of $5,000,000 during 
the present year is in a great measure 
due to a systematic reform in the cur- 
tuilment. of expenses which has 
the constant study of General Manager McLeod 
ever since he was placed in charge. ‘the saving 
thus effected is not a temporary matter, as it 
will be just as beneficial in future years if the 
same Vigilance is maintained and the quick 
handling of equipment is continued. The con- 
dition of the tracks has not been allowed to 
retrograde. Thousands of tons of steel rails 
have been laid during the year, and wherever a 
new tie was needed it was laid. The main line 
from Philadeiphia to Pottsville, over which 
passes daily an enormous heavy coal traffic, was 
never in better shape. Large outlays have been 
made upon the Bound Brook and the leased lines 
are not impaired. The Reading officers main- 
tain that as asystem the Reading, with its leased 
lines, is in better condition than any other sys- 
tem of railway in the United States. The fixed 
charges under the plans of reorganization are 
about $7,654,494. 

The contingent charges, interest upon the 
first, second and third preference bonds, which 
is payable only when it is earned, are $2,377,- 
786, making the total annual charges $10,032,- 
280. Three new mortgages will be executed, 
one general mortgage to secure the $100,000,000 
4 per cent. bonds and three to secure the first, 
second, and third preference bonas, and when 
finished they wii) form a good-sized volume. 
The lawyers were busy at the Reading office to- 
day revising the proofs.

They may be made the tariffs of any of the 
roads, or they may not be, according to the 
option of the company itself. As far as the 
Pennsylvania is concerned, the Commissioner 
has received no notification from Philadelphia 
that the road would go below the forty-two-and- 
a-half-cent rate on dressed beef. Officially all the 
lines are supposed tobe ready for arbitration, 
but nobody yet attempts to fix a day for the 
settiement, However, itis the prospect now that 
the Vanderbilt lines will be the oniy ones of the 
American combination to make cut for cut with 
the Grank Trunk system. The other trunk lines 
are known to be pretty thoroughly disenchanted 
with the war. 

A meeting of the genera lmanagers of the trunk 
lines willbe heid in Commissioner Fink’s office 
to-day to settle the question of car mileage.

DOESN'T LIKE THE 


TOMBS. 


MOSTS COUNSEL WILL GO TO THE 
GENERAL TERM. 

Herr Johann Most is a pessimist as well 
as an Anarchist. He said that he waa, yester- 
day, when secn in his narrow cell in the Tombs, 
and that as he always expected the worst, be 
was not surprised when the jury brought ina 
verdict of guilty against him, although he knew 
hig cause to be just. He believes that he was 
convicted on general principles rather than 
upon evidence. Hewasvery much disappointed 
at the editorials in the morning papers, which 
approved of the verdict, althcugh they had pre- 
viously given him a “fair show.” He is willing 
that his case should be appealed, provided his 


counsel can obtain a stay of proceedings pend- 
ing the appeal; but if he bas to go to Blackwell's 
Island and complete the term of sentence which 
may be imposed while his case is bemg con- 
sidered by the higher courts, he does not care 
for a final decision in his favor. 

The tirst night in the Tombs was not a pleas- 
antone, Sleep had hardly possessed bim before 
he was awakened by several big rats, which 
were holding high carnival on bis blanket, and 
he kept one eye open forthe rest of the night. 
When he complained to the jailer in the morn- 
ing the latter treated the matter very lightly, 
he said, and assured him that the rats were per. 
fectly tame. Still the arch-Anarchist says he 
has no particular affection for rodents, and 
would prefer to be in aceli from which they are 
excluded. Mrs. Walsh, the wife of the Warden, 
provided him with a hearty meal yesterday 
uvoon, but the Warden absolutely refused to al- 
low him to get any beer, and the moa) was there- 
fore incomplete. 

The one big gleam of eunshine whioh filtered 
through the bars of the big Egyptian pile yes- 
terday and entered Most’s mind was the assur- 
ance of his lawyer that he need borrow no 
trouble about the expense of an appeal, should 
one become necessary. Mr. Howeis at home 
sick. His partner, Mr. Hummel, said that Mr. 
Howeis deeply interested in the case, and will 
exhaust every legal devicein tbe effort to “land 
Most on the sidewalk a free man.” 

An application willbe made to Judge Cowing 
on Monday for anew trial on the ground that 
Lehmeier, the seventh juror, had no right to tell 
what he saw between Most and the witness 
Strelitz in a restaurant and ask questions about 
itin court. Other grounds on which a new trial 
will be asked are errorsin the Judge’s charge, 
and the admission of evidence upon the contents 
of Most’s book on the “Science of Revolution- 
ary Warfare.” ‘‘He was convicted on that 
three-year-old book,” said Mr. Hummel. 

The Freiheit, the organ of the Anarchists, of 
which John Most is editor-in-chief, comes out 
with a bitter article upon his conviction. It 
begins by saying that from the beginning to the 
end the sole object seemed to be to confine Most 
‘behind bars. The jury, it says, belonged to the 
capitalistic class, and was composed of property 
owners, manufacturers, &e. As to Assistant 
District Attorney Nicoll it says he ought only to 
be rigged up in the uniform of a Prussian Lieu- 
tenant to show him up asan ignorant country 
squire. The Freiheit objecta to the manner in 
which Mr. Nicoll conducted the prosecution. and 
complains that he introduced matters that had 
no bearing. whatever upon the case. The two 
police detectives and the newspaper reporter 
who testified against Most come in for their 
share of abuse as perjurers, aud Capt. McCul- 
laghis represented as sitting ostentatiously in 
js middle of the court as a caricature of Julius 

WRSAr. 

The article pays asort of compliment to Judge 
Cowing, as it makes a distinction between his 
charge to the jury and that of “ the wretched” 
Recorder Smythin Most’s former trial. The 
Freiheit adds that after the charge by Judge 
Cowing the jury ought to have acquitted. But 
Most does not belong to the wealthy thieves ana 
boodlers; he does not belong to those lubberly, 
narrow-minded, grosser souls of which the 12 
“impartial” were composed. That was his de- 
struction. Asan Anarchist,@ helper, and ad- 
viser of the oppressed and despoiled classes he 
was convicted, for such men have no rights in 
this country. , - 

The Freiheit feels sure that Most will bravely 
endure this new affliction for his and the Freiheit’s 
cause. The movement—although Most is very 
valuable—will be carried on by others with 
greater zeal. The Fretheit will not haul down 
its colors, but revardless of dangers it will take 
up the cause of the Slaves of capital in favor of 
Anarchy and social revolution. The Fretheit 
gees on to shed tears over the fate of the Ameri- 
can people, and declares that with Most’s con- 
viction and imprisonment American freedom of 
speech and freedom of assembly will receive 
their death blow. 


A VERY HARLY SHAD. 


IT DRIFTS INTO THE HUDSON FOUR 
MONTHS AHEAD OF TIME. 

A roe shad weighing three and a half 
pounds was caught in the Hudson River near 
Dobbs Ferry on Tuesday, and now awaits 
@® purchaser at the fish house of C. A. 
Weaver & Co., 106 Barclay-street, where, 
with terrapin from Texas and the South, 
it is about as far off from its native 
haunts at this season of the year as it could be. 
The fish is a mature roe of three or four years’ 
growth, and was caught in a seine witha lot of 


perch and other fish. But how it got there at 
this seuson of the year is amystery. The first 
shad of the season in the New-York market be- 
gin to arrive from Florida about the middle of 
December. . Early in January they reach Savan- 
nah in their annual migration northward along 
the Atlantic coast, and about the last of January 
begin to arrive from Morth Carolina. In Febru- 
ary they reach the Delaware Breakwater. They 
are not again metin large quantity until they 
reach the Hudson, which they endeavor to doin 
time to celebrate St. Patrick’s Day. 

This year’s run came late, however, the first 
shad of the season having been caught off Key- 
port, N. J., April 3. Tho shad season for New- 
York ends with the last receipts from the Con- 
necticut River, whence the best fisn of the 
season come to market. The average weicht of 
the Florida shad is four pounds, from which it 
increases rapidly inits northern tour to Dela- 
ware Bay, where the average weight is six and 
ahalftoseven pounds. Here, in North River, 
the average is lowered to four and abalf pounds 
by the presence of a large number of smaller 
and lighter fish. In Connee.icut River they 
again reach an average weight of about five and 
ahalf pounds. Within the last three or four 
years a few shad have come to market from as 
far east as Rockland, Me., and the neighborhood 
of Boston, but the demand for them ceases 
shortly after the local season is over. 

Shad have been caught in the North River as 
early as Feb. 17, but that was in consequence 
of an extremely open Winter, and this forerun- 
ner of the season was soon followed by the regu- 
lar run. But the Dobbs Ferry shad cannot 
possibly be the forerunner of an early wigra- 
tion, for Winter is yet to come. The only plausi- 
ble explanation of the mystery is that, deluded 
by the continued warm temperature of Fhe 
water, the fish has turned shoreward from the 
Gulf Stream a thousand miles northward of its 
proper route at this season.

THE GRAND JURY PROTEST AGAINST 
USING CITY HALL PARK. 
The Grand Jury for November, before 


their discharge yesterday, made the following 
presentment: 


The Grand Jurors, in closing their labors for the 
present term, feel it their duty to protest against 
the plan proposed by the Commissioners of the sink. 
ing Fund for placing adilitional builaings upon the 
City Hall Park, @ place already incumvpered by 
several which should be elsewhere provided for, 

The City Hali Park contains about eight acres of 
land, and with the present buildings aud these 
proposed, about ove-haif of the whole area will be 
covered. 

The proposed structnres will extend abont 50 feet 
from Broadway and a less distance from Tryon-row, 
and practically cut up the park into three small 
sections: one at the corner of Broadway and Cham- 
bers-street; one at the corner of Centre and Cham- 
bers streets, and the third south of the City Hall, 
extending to Mail-street, thus substantially destroy- 
ing the park as a breathing place for public use. 

The widening and extension of Klm-street, an im- 
pfovement long and urgently demanded. and now we 
assume about to be accomplished, will turn into 
Cham bers-street a volume of traffic that can only be 
accommodated by the widening of that street on its 
sontheriy side, and the removal of the 
old engine house that has too long dis- 
figured the northeast corner of the park. The 
rapidly increasing traffic over the Brookiyn 
Briuige and the elevared roads imperativay 
demands very much enlarged and appropriate ter- 
minal facilities fon the easterly side of the park 
and the material widening of the street in front 
of the bridge. This of itself will necessitate tha 
early removal of the old Hall of Records, which 
has long been an eyesore to the publicand a dis- 
grace to the city. he unfitness of the building as 
a receptacle for the invaluable and important 
archives of the city and the titles to all city prop- 
erty has for many years becn a reproach to the 
public authorities.

MUTUAL AID CERTIFICATES. 


IMPORTANT DECISION BY JUDGE 
TULEY OF CHICAGO. 

Cu1caGo, Nov. 30.—Judge Tuley this 
morning rendered an important decision in a 
suit involving the liability of the Independent 
Order of Foresters under their insurance poll- 
cies. The suit was brought on the application 
of the high court of the society to help it arrive 
at an equitable settlement of a disputed claim 
of the mature indicated. William H. Niemeyer 
was @ momber of the order in good standing 
and was insured for $1,000, the policy being 
made out payable to his wife. He died in 1886 
leaving a will bequeathing $500 of the insur- 
ance money to his two sons and the remaining 


$500 to bis wife. The wife made claim on the 
society for the whole sum, and the society filed 
a bill to have the wife and two sons interplead 
as to the ownership. In deciding this peculiar 
case to-day Judgo Tuley said: 

“Some courts perceiving a resemblance between 
the benefit certificates issued by these mutual aid 
associations and the policies of life insurances have 
applied the rules and law governing life insurance 
poiicies in deciding questions arising under these 
benefit certificates. In the ordinary life policy, 
where the amountinsured is expressly made pay- 
able to the wife or other named beneficiary, the 
policy is held to be a contract between the beuefici- 
ary named in the policy agd the company issuing 
the same, and such contract cannot be changed 
without the consent of the beneficiary. In the re- 
semblance the courts have failed to discover the dii- 
ference.” 


After some explanatory remarks as to the dif- 
ferences in the cases alluded to the Judge said: 


“Was it the intent of this society to enter into a 
contract with the wife of Niemeyer, or was it the in- 
tent of the society to enter into an undertaking or 
agreement with the membor? Most clearly the 
latter. No relations existed between the wife and 
the soelety, but all that existed were between Nie- 
meyer and the society. The certificate only recognizes 
Niemeyer asthe contracting party. He signs under-

j, heath and says: ‘I accept this certificate under the 
conditions named.’ 


The society agrees not only that 
he may direct to whom the $1,000 endowment 
shall be paid, but also that he may ait his 
sleasure change that direction. The only 
limitation to this power of appointment 
or direction as to whom the money is to be paid is 
that be shall direct by his last will and testament 
or by the endowment certificate. The fact that the 
power is given the member by the constitution of 
the society to change the beneficiary at his pleasure 
and thathe may by hislast will aud testament, as 


ceive the endowment fund, sufficiently indicates to 
my iInind the intent that the direction in the will 
shall prevail over any previous direction or appoint- 
ment in the certificate or otherwise. The decree 
will go in favor of the devisees in the will.”

Our Washington dispatches report the 
Democratic members of the House, and the 
Senators as well, who have now nearly all 
arrived at the capital, as very anxious on 
the question of revenue legislation, and as 
all believing that reduction of taxation in 
some form must be brought about before 
the majority goes before the country next 
year. The question will be much af- 
fected by the choice of a Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee who is 
likely to be chosen from among Messrs. 
Miixs, of Texas; BRECKINRIDGE, of Arkan- 
bas; and BRECKINRIDGE, of Kentucky, with 
a possibility of Mr. Cox, of this State. Of 
these Mr. MILLs is considered alittle too ex- 
treme, and Mr. BRECKINRIDGE, of Arkansas, 
to be on the whole the best fitted for the 
task. Senator GORMAN’s ingenious scheme 
for putting Mr. CARLISLE at the head of the 
committee, instead of in the Speaker’s 
chair, is not seriously considered. 


The Prohibitionists are likely to be the 
first party in the field next year. Their 
National Committee met at Chicago yester- 
day and decided to hold the National Con- 
vention during the first week in June, 
thaugh the exact date and the place do not 
appear to have beenfixed. The Republican 
Committee does not meet until the 10th 
jnst., and the convention cannot be held 
‘within six months of the time the call is 
issued, and it must therefore come after 
that of the Prohibitionists, while that of the 
Democrats is: usually held later. It is a 
little curious that while prohibition has been 
making such strides in the South only four 
Southern States are represented on the 
National Committee of the party. Even 
‘athe offer of Mrs. LAWRENCE LORD to rep- 
resent Georgia and to go down there and 
organize a party if it does not exist was re- 
jected. One would suppose that the South 
offered a peculiarly promising field for an 
organization of the prohibition sentiment, 
which is really much stronger there than in 
most Northern States, 

PA DETER IE ETC LIONEL ATS LYRE ELIS 

When the Supreme Court of the United 
States decided some time ago that it was 
nnuconstitutional to tax “drummers” for 
licenses in the District of Columbia it 
was supposed that the question of taxing 
commercial travelers had been settled for- 
ever. The State of North Carolina, how- 
ever, declined to accept this decision as ap- 
plying to itself, and has continued to re- 
quire licenses of all “drummers” doing 
business within her borders. Her claim was 
that the Supreme Court had only passed 
upon the right of the District of Columbia 
to impose such taxes, and that the decision 
Aid not apply to the different States of the 
Union. The Circuit Court of the United 
‘States, sitting in Raleigh, yesterday re- 

leased on habeas corpus a commercial 

traveler who had been arrested for doing 
ibusiness without taking ont a State 
license, thus holding that the ruling 
lof the Supremes Court applied, to

It is not likely that the cause of inter- 
national copyright will be promoted by 
recriminations after the manner of the pot 
and the kettle. But American pirates will 
be gratified to learn that a highly-respect- 
able firm of London publishers, Messrs. 
Situ, ELDER & Co., are accused of having 
hoisted the Jolly Roger. This is asserted 
on the part of Mrs. BRooKkrieLp, THACK- 
ERAY’S letters to whom formed one of the 
most delightful series of magazine articles 
ever published. Plates of the volume 
in which they were gathered were 
sold by Messrs. SCRIBNER, the Ameri- 
can publishers who had bonght them 
of Mrs. BROOKFIELD, to Messrs. SMITH, 
ELDER & Co., who are now selling them in 
large quantities and ignoring her claim to 
royalty. They say that the American pub- 
lishers had already paid her an additional 
sum for the English edition. If this be true, 
it recalls the many cases in which the British 
author has resented this same form of expla- 
nation on the part of the American pirate as 
an addition of insult to injury. Messrs. 
SMITH, ELDER & Co. also set up, asa special 
defense against the charge of cheating Mrs. 
BROOKFIELD out of her royalties, that they 
hold the copyright of all THACKERAY’S 
writings. Whether private letters are 
‘‘writings” within the meaning of the 
copyright laws is a question upon 
which the British courts may be called 
upon to pass, but at any rate this 
defense is of too narrow and technical a 
kind to command sympathy. It indicates 
that the British publisher is inclined to 
take all that the law gives him, and it 
ought to have its effect in diverting the 
wrath of British authors from the Amer- 
ican publisher to. Congress, where the re- 
sponsibility.for the failure to enact inter- 
national copyright really lies. 


THE DISAGREEMENT OF JUDGES. 


A decision of the Court of Appeals must 
be taken as settling the law upon the par- 
ticular point in question, because it is the 
tribunal of final resort and cannot be over- 
ruled. This principle of accepting without 
question the decision upon a final appeal is 
said to be necessary in order to give cer- 
tainty to the law, and yet it does 
not always produce a conviction that 
the law is correctly settled or that 
the settlement is conclusive and final. 
The lack of such a conviction is often due 
to the disagreement of eminent Judges, even 
though the final decision of a court may be 
unanimous. It is said that the District 
Attorney before deciding to offer in evi- 
dence on the Sharp trial the statements of 
the defendant before the Senate investigat- 
ing committee consulted ex-Judge Noan 
Davis, of the Supreme Court, one of the 
ablest and most experienced jurists in this 
State, and had his assurance that it was 
competent evidence. Judge BARRETT, 
whose ability, integrity, and experience 
place him in the very front rank 
of our Judges, examined the question with 
great care and gave what appeared to be 


| the most forcible reasons for admitting it. 


Four Judges, of the Supreme Court, in Gen- 
eral Term—DANIELS, who is second to no 
jurist on the bench of this State in’ learning 
and judicial acumen; Brapy and VAN 
Brunt, whose ability haslong been recog- 
nized, and whose experience in judical serv- 
iceis greater than thatof most of the Judges 
of, the Court of Appeals, and BARTLETT, 
a younger and less experienced man, 
but one whose ability and judicial 
clearness and force of mind make him the 
peer of his associates—have, after thorough 
examination, reached a conclusion diamet- 
rically opposed to that of the seven Judges 
of the Court of Appeals. These Judges are 
Wiiu1aM C, RuGer, of Syracuse; GEORGE 
F. Danronrtu, of Rochester; RoBERT Eart, 
of Herkimer; CuarRLES A. RAPALio, of 
New-York; Francis M. Fincn, of Ithaca; 
CHARLES ANDREWS, of Syracuse, and 
Rurus W. Preckxuam, of Albany. Aside 
from their position on the bench of the 
court of last resort, there is no reason for

respect than that 
Judges whom we have 
named. It is our opinion that they pre- 
sent an aggregate of judicial learning, 
ability, integrity, and weight distinctly 
Jess than that of those other Judges. For 
the most part they were originally second- 
rate lawyers, and were political candidates 
for the offices to which they were several- 
ly chosen by the success of a political party 
in a State election. Itis therefore natural 
that the disagreement of the Judges should 
leave the public mind in doubt as to wheth- 
er a question upon which they so distinctly 
differ has been soundly settled because one 
set of them happen to hold the position 
that makes their decision final in a specific 
case. 

The character and effect of the decision of 
the Court of Appeals on the most important 
question involved in the Sharp case should 


No doubt the editor of | 
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be very carefully examined and fully nnder- 
stood before it passes out. of the public 
mind. The Penal Code, after providing for 
the punishment of bribery of public officers, 
declares that any person offending against 
that provision is “a competent witness 
against another person so offending,” and 
may be compelled to attend and testify 
‘“‘upon any trial, hearing, proceeding, or 
investigation in the same manner as any 
other person. But the testimony s0 given 
shall not be used in any prosecution or pro- 
ceeding, civil or criminal, against the per- 
son so testifying.” 

A Senate committee came down here 
from Albany in March, 1886, to investigate 
the granting of consent by the Board of 
Aldermen to the construction of a surface 
railroad in Broadway, with a view ‘‘to a 
fulland complete report to the Senate as 
to all matters relating tothe granting such 
consent and the influences and inducements 
which led thereto.” At that time no charge 
had been officially made against the Board of 
Aldermen or any member thereof of receiv- 
ing bribes or against SHARP of offering or 
giving bribes. It was an inquiry into facts, 
whatever they might reveal, and SHARP 


| 
| 
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was summoned to testify as to facts within | 


his knowledge. He declared his willing- 
ness to do so, and whatever he said in an- 
swer to questions was said voluntarily, and 
he declared that what he said and what he 
knew implicated neither himself nor any one 
else in any violation of law. No person was 
before that committee under a charge of 
bribery, and SHARP was a witness against 
no one charged in the proceeding as an 
offender against the provisions of the Penal 
Code, and he did not appear as “another 
person 60 offending” to give testimony 
against any one. All specific charges, in- 
dictments, and prosecutions came after- 
ward. 

But the Court of Appeals says, neverthe- 
less, and supportsits position with elaborate 
argument, that this investigation was such 
a one as is meant in the Penal Code as 
quoted above; that within its meaning 
Suakp was one person offending against the 
bribery law, compelled to appear and tes- 
tify against another person offending 
against that law, and for that reason the 
testimony given before the committee could 
not be used in a criminal prosecution 
against himself. Each of these points 
—that the Senate inquiry was the 
kind of proceeding or investigation 
meant in the code, that SHARP appeared 
there as one offender testifying against an- 
other, and that he was. compelled so to ap- 
pear and testify—was distinctly maintained, 
and they form the cornerstone of the decis- 
ion of Tuesday. If this is so, what was the 
substance of SHARP’S testimony? If it was 
the testimony of one offender as a witness 
against another, would not the Court of Ap- 
peals be compelled to go one step further 
and hold that. it was testimony as to “‘ the 
giving of a bribe which was accepted”? If 
not, what was it? But if it was, then 
SHARP was not “liable to indictment, prose- 
cution or punishment for that bribery” atall. 
We do not see why this must not be the 
logical result of this decision. In fact, 
Judge DANFORTH said in one part of his 
opinion that “ the same section declares not 
only that the testimony given by the wit- 
ness shall not be used in any prosecution or 
proceeding, criminal or civil, against him, 
but that the very fact of so testifying may 
be pleaded in bar of an indictment or prose- 
cution for the giving of a bribe that has 
been accepted.” 

It is too late now for us to say that we 
wonder that Judges should disagree in their 
views upon this question, but we deem it 
very remarkable that the highest tribunal 
in this State should differ from the posi- 
tion taken upon that question by ex-Judge 
Davis and Judges BARRETT, DANIELS, 
BrabDy, VAN Brunt, and BARTLETT. The 
attitude of the general public conviction 
toward the decision ofthe Court of Appeals 
in this case is likely to be much like that of 
GALILEO on a memorable occasion toward 
the final decision of an infallible Pope. 


THE WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 

The Fiftieth Congress opens its first ses- 
sion next Monday. It will extend well into 
the Summer of next year, and will probably 
be, like most sessions of Congress held on the 
eve of a Presidential campaign, fruitfal in 
talk and barren of any substantial results. 
On matters of very serious import as 
to which public opinion is doubtful 
the two “great” parties of the country 
are liable to be in the condition 
described by the schoolboy phrase, “* One’s 
afraid and the other daresn’t.” In regard 
to minor but still important matters Con- 
gress will probably show the usual inca- 
pacity of large bodies to come to a prac- 
tical and rational conclusion. Whatever 
decisive action may be taken will be likely 
to be delayed to the closing weeks of the 
session, and then be largely determined by 
that sub-Legislature made up of the various 
conference committees, 

There will, however, be nolack of subjects 
that ought to engage the careful attention 
of Congress. The most obvious, as also the 
most important, of these is the reduction of 
taxation, or, as the protectionists would 
prefer to state the problem, the disposition 
of the surplus. The indications are now 
strong that the House will not consent to 
take the protectionist view of this ques- 
tion, and that in whatever direction tax- 
ation may be reduced it will be reduced 
in preference to any extensive spend- 
ing of revenue. Nor will the 
ate be likely to have the cour- 
age to urge an opposite course if 
the House is at all firm. There is still an 
old-fashioned prejudice throughout the 
country against extravagant expenditure 
which no party will like to face. The vola- 
tile and sanguine Mr. EVARTS can sneer at 
the surplus as amounting to only 3 cents 
a week per capita, but Congress cannot 
make appropriations in sums of 3 cents, 
but must make them in sums that are easily 
shown to amount to millions. The peo- 
ple see the millions and do not think so 
little of themselves as to be inclined to take 
account only of each individual’s share. So 
tax reduction in some form will certainly 
be undertaken.. It will not proceed on radi- 
cal lines, but there is reason to think that 
it will go through. 

A kindred subiect will be the promotion 


Sen- 
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of foreign commerce, particularly with the 
countries to the south of us. This will be 
brought up by the report of the commis- 
sion appointed to investigate the matter, 
which will strongly urge treaties of limited 
commercial reciprocity. Another phase of 
the same matter will appear in connection 
with a movement for subsidies to steamship 
lines engaged in foreign, and particularly 
in South American, trade. It is not probable 
that either reciprocity treaties or subsidies 
will receive much favor, or that either will be 
adopted by Congress on any considerable 
scale. The treaties are practically difficult 
of adjustment to our complicated tariff; 
the subsidies do not suit the present temper 
of the American people. But it is reason- 
able to expect that something tentative 
and moderate may be done in one or both 
these directions. The postal treaties that 
are under way will throw a _ good 
deal of light on the question, 
and will open the way to further 
action. Some action will be proposed in 
regard to the power of the Treasury to deal 
with the debt, but it will hardly be really 
considered, in the absence of conditions in 
the money market that may seem to require 
definite measures, until the revenue ques 
tion is disposed of in one way or another. 
Of directly financial legislation, and es- 
pecially of action on the currency, there is 
now no distinct prospect. 

Among thequestions of considerable prac- 
tical importance that will undoubtedly be 
brought up early in the session is that of 
the Government’s relation to the business of 
telegraphing. The final achievement of a 
practically complete monopoly of this busi- 
ness by one corporation and the very seri- 
ous general complaint as to its exactions 
and the manner in which it does its work 
give point and force to public sentiment 
that it has not heretofore possessed. Vari- 
ous propositions—for the purchase of exist- 
ing franchises by the Government, for 
the building of independent lines, 
for the regujation of existing cor- 
porations on the principles of the inter- 
State commerce law for the railways, and 
others—will be submitted and will give 
rise to very earnest discussion. What will 
be the result it is impossible to predict, but 
some affirmative action is more probable 
than it has been at any previous time. 

It may be added, with a profound sense 
of relief to those who have been forced to 
follow the Congressional Record for any con- 
siderable time, that there will not be any 
great amount of time wasted at this session 
on the “ Southern question.” 


IN CITY HALL PARK. 
The presentment by the Grand oury of 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund is an 
act neurly, if not quite, unprecedented and 
entirely questionable. The Grand Jurors feel 
it their duty, they say, ‘‘to protest against 
the plan- proposed by the Commissioners 
for placing additional buildings upon the 
City Hall Park, a place incumbered by 
several which should be elsewhere provided 
for.” This may or may not be a sound 
position. Itis to be assumed that the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund have the 
good of the community as much at heart 
as the members of the Grand Jury, and 
are able to appreciate the force of the 
arguments against the disposition they pro- 
pose to make of the park. Moreover, they 
are, and the Grand Jury is not, officially 
intrusted with the duty of erecting a build- 
ing for the criminal courts. They are not 
authorized to erect two buildings, and their 
attempt to evade the law by pretending 
that they are putting up one building when 
they are in fact putting up two is of doubt- 
ful efficacy, while it is not doubtful that it 
is an unworthy and undignified proceed- 
ing. 

The members of the Grand Jury would 
perhaps have some special claim to protest 
against the transparent device of the Com- 
missioners for nullifying a statute of the 
State. They have the same right with other 
citizens to express their opinions upon a 
public project, but they have no other 
right, and their opinion is entitled to such 
weight as their individual characters and 
capacities and experiences may give it and 
no more. Their complaint that the park 
will be \“‘substantially destroyed as a 
breathing place for public use” by the erec- 
tion of the proposed buildings is not 
perhaps of very great force. Of course it 
isto be desired that the interference with 
the use of the park as a park shall be 
as little as possible, but the park is absolute- 
ly of no more importance as a breathing 
place than it was thirty years ago, and of 
less than it was twenty years ago, when the 
Battery had been so neglected as to be un- 
available, while comparatively its impor- 
tance has been very much diminished. The 
population it serves for this purpose is prob- 
ably not so large as it was then, and cer- 
tainly not so large as it was fifty years ago. 
No doubt the Grand Jurors are right in 
saying that the northeast corner of the 
park will be needed in order to give a more 
roomy approach to the bridge, and that this 
need will be more urgently felt when the 
extension of Elm-street is completed. It is 
doubtful whether they are right in assum- 
ing that Chambers-street, already one of 
the widest streets down town, if not the wid- 
est excepting Broadway, must be widened 
still further, at the expense of the park, in 
order to accommodate the traffic between 
Elm-street and the bridge. 

.Upon these points the opinion of the Grand 
Jury is presumably neither better nor worse 
than that of the Commissioners. Another 
point of equal importance is whether the 
buildings proposed by the Commissioners 
will meet the several requirements of the 
situation. This is a question for experts, 
and neither tho opinion of the commission 
upon it nor that of the Grand Jury is enti- 
tled to any weight. Inasmuch as the plan 
proposed has been prepared by the Commis- 
sioners out of their own heads, and not 
under expert advice, the presumption, of 
course, is that it is a plan unfit 
to be executed. This presumption is raised 
very nearly to certainty by the fact that 
the architects, who are of necessity the only 
judges of such a question entitled to re- 
spect, are reported to be unanimous in their 
disapproval of the plan for which they are 
invited to send in an architectural en- 
velope. They say that it is too crude and 
amateurish to be worth considering; that

it obstructs the use of the park as a 
breathing space to an extent altogether 
unnecessary; that it is inconvenient, 
inconstructible, and, finally, that the 
buildings erected in accordance with it 
will be architecturally ridiculous. It seems 
plain thatin this respect at least the Com- 
missioners have made a serious blunder. 
In view of the doubtful legality of their 
project and its undoubted inadequacy the 
best way of retrieving their blunder will 
be to start afresh, withdrawing their invi- 
tation to architects to design elevations for 
their plans, applying anew to the Legisla- 
ture for the authority they have apparently 
been misled into usurping, and taking the 
next time more competent counsel than 


their own upon the project they wish to ex- 


ecute.

HAWAII’S AFFAIRS. 

Poor King KaLakava, although shorn of 
much of his power and carefully hedged 
about in his capacity for saddling his king- 
dom with his household expenses, is still 
monarch enongh to have his birthday pub- 
licly celebrated, and that event was duly 
commemorated on the 16th of November, at 


\which time he completed his fifty-first 


year. But more important than this piece 
of news from Honolulu is the announce- 
ment that, in spite of the severe criticism 
which has been made upon the British loan 
of $2,000,000, it has been ratified by the 
Legislative Assembly, with a vote of about 
three to one in its favor. 

The present Legislature, which was chosen 
in September, is almost entirely in favor of 
the new Ministry and the new Constitution, 
nearly évery member being elected on the 
platform of the reformers. As the Minister 
of Finance had taken strong ground against 
paying the charges made against the British 
loan, it was thought that it might be diffi- 
cult to procure its ratification, especially as 
it had been negotiated by the predecessors 
of the present Government, the Gibson Cab- 
inet. Butit would appear that a distinc- 
tion is made between the validity of the 
loan itself and the charging by the syndi- 
cate of extra expenses for floating it. The 
Minister of Finance has taken the ground 
that the borids are held by actual investors, 
and that the $75,000 said to have been 
paid out to London newspapers and in other 
ways for procuring the issue of the loan, 
above the commission of $100,000 allowed 
for negotiating it is not a proper eharge 
against the Government. The matter was 
carried to the Supreme Court of Hawaii, 
which found that the bonds as actually 
issued did not conform in several respects to 
the statute, and also that the amount of ex- 
penses incurred was largely in excess of 
what was authorized. It was intimated, 
however, that these variations might be 
made lawful by an affirmative act of the 
Legislature ratifying the loan, and that a 
special act could be passed making appro- 
priations for extra expenses. 

It is clear that the Legislature has at 
least gone far enough to accept the loan as 
valid, whatever arrangement may be made 
or may have been made as to the alleged 
expenses of the English syndicate. The 
fact is that Hawaii has too many important 
projects on hand requiring money to risk 
making capitalists and others anxious about 
negotiating her loans. She has a railroad 
to build in her Hilo district, she is thinking 
of an ocean cable, and various other enter- 
prises are mooted. Probably she will find 
it necessary very soon to appear again in 
the world’s money markets. 


While there is much skepticism among 
people in general as:to JAKE SHARP being 
again brought to trial and the pushing of 
the other boodle cases, there are loud pro- 
fessions in the District Attorney’s office of 
a determination to go on with the work. 
It is said that there is evidence enough to 
convict SHARP without that which has 
been ruled out by the Court of Appeals, 
and after the experience of the first 
trial it can be presented with great- 
er effect than before. Perhaps so; we 
shall see. In the meantime SHARP is 
in a condition in which he does not 
seem to take any interest in his own fate or 
in what is to be done. He will probably be 
released on bail to-day, and his friends will 
take him to some quiet retreat and try to 
revive him. Whether this will be within 
the jurisdiction of this State or of the United 
States will probahfy be left to the discretion 
of SHaRpP’s friends, who will include his 
bondsmen. 


TO ASSIST THE INDIAN. 

The Women’s National Indian Association 
met in annual session yesterday morning at the 
Washington-Avenue Baptist Church, Brooklyn. 
The association is incorporated under the Penn 
sylvania laws, and has for its objects the im- 
provement of the general condition of the 
Indian. Delegates from 31 different states are 
represented in the association, but at yester- 
day’s convention some of them did not appear. 


Mrs. Amelia 8 Quinton, of Philadelphia, as 
President took the chair and% welcomed the 
delegates. She urged upon the women of Amer- 
ica the most vigorous effort in this cause. Mrs. 
W. W. Crannell, of Albany, responded from the 
audience, promising on behalf of the women of 
New-York active and earnest co-operation in 
the work of the association, 

Miss R. H. Foote, of Philadelphia, Secretary 
of the association, reported that during the year 
$2,467 88 had been expended among the In- 
dians in home buildings, loans for tools, stock, 
repairs, and the like; $3,700 for mission work 
and the building of two mission houses anda 
chapel, and about $5,000 in Sonne, books, 
and supplies.

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NORTH ATLANTIO SQUADRON. 


PREPARATIONS FOR 'TWO} DAYS’ 
GET PRACTICE. 

GREENPORT, Long Island, Nov. 30.—The 
North Atlantic squadron, composed of the Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Ossipee, Galena, and Dolphin, 
under command of Rear-Admiral Stephen B. 
Luce, arrived from Newport Monday afternoon, 
and anchored at the eastern end of Gardiner’s 
Bay, where they are to remain{for two days’ tar- 
get practice before going to the navy yards to re- 
fit for the cruise this Winter amid the West 
India Islands, the Caribbean Sea ports, and in 
the Gulf of Mexico. The target firing the firat 
day will be what is called “individual practice,” 


the vessels and target both being at anchor. 
Former practice having proved that in fir- 
ing at the same range with guns 
of both the old pattern and the high powered 
modern rifles, the former stand but very slight 
chance of success, this time the newer ordnance 
will fire at a range of 1,200 yards and the other 
batteries at 900 yards, and it is thought by so 
doing the chances will be more nearly equal- 
ized. The gun Captain gaming the highest 
score Will be presented with a very pretty silver 
toedal, presented by the Fleet Gunnery Officer. 
Lieut. John F. Meigs, on the personal staff of 
Admiral Luce. The practice on the second day 
will be *‘ battery practice,” in which the vessels 
get under way and steam about an anchored 
target, tiring as rapidly as is consistent with 
accuracy, a8 both celerity and precision 
are taken into account in determining the merit 
of each vessel. For this practice, which is the 
Teal test of the vessel's efficiency in action, the 
pose is a triangular white flag, with a red circle 
n the centre, to be carried at the foremasthead 
of the winning vessel. This emblem of pro- 
ficiency is at present earried by the Atlanta, she 
having won it from the Galena in the practice 
off Brenton’s Reef in September last. For the 
privilege of wearing this flag quite a spirit of 
rivairy exists throughout the squadron, the At- 
lanta being asdetetmined to hold the trophy 
as the others are to make her surrender it; so 
that the competition promises to be closer and 
more interesting than ever.

A NEW CATHOLIC BISHOP. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 30.—The Rev. 
Richard Scannell, Pastor of St. Joseph’s Roman 
Catholic Church, this city, was to-day consecrat- 
ed Bishop of the See of Concurdia, Kan., Arch- 
bishop Feehan officiating. The Archbishop was 
assisted by Archbishop Elder, of Cincinnati; 
Bishops O'Sullivan, of Mebile; Maes, of Coving- 
ton; Twenger, of Fort Wayne; Rademacher, of 


Nashville; McClosky, of Louisville; Fathers Per- 
rier, of Concordia; Veale, of Memphis; Walsh, of 
Chattanooga; Gleason of Nashville, and Gill of 
Chicago. The church was densely crowded, and 
the impressive ceremonies tasted several hours. 
Archbishop Elder preached the sermon and 
Father Gill acted as master of ceremonies. 

The decorations in the church were simple 
but tasteful, and the musical programme was 
well rendered. The robes worn by the conse- 
erating Archbishop were very rich, embroidered 
with gold, while Bishop-elect Scannell’s robe was 
of white sain. Archbishop Elder’s vesture was 
of royal purple, but without ornament. Bishop 
Scannell is a native of Ireland, having been born 
near Cloyne, County Cork, May 12, 1845. He 
was educated at All Hallows College, near 
Dublin, was ordained there Feb. 26, 1871, for 
work in the Diocese of Nashville, and reached 
here in the following April. Father Scannell was 
assigned to duty at the cathedral under 
the care of Bishop Feehan. Here he remained 
until 1878, when he was given the pastorate of 
the Edgefield Parish. In 1879 he was returned 
to the cathedral as Rector, which position he 
retained until the end of 1880. When Bishop 
Feehan was sent to Chicago in 1880 Father 
Scannell was appointed Administrator of the 
diocese, and remained as such till the consecra- 
tion of Bishop Rademacher in June, 1883. In 
February of last year he was appointed to the 
charge of St. Joseph’s Parish, where he has 
since remained.

HAPPINESS AND HAGGIS 


ANNUAL DINNER OF THE ST. 
ANDREW’S SOCIETY. 

MR. DEPEW AND MAYOR HEWITT TICKLE 
THE EARS OF THE JOLLY SCOTCHMEN 
—VOLUNTEER TOASTS IN ORDER. 

The St. Andrew’s Society of the State of 

New-York celebrated its one hundred and thirty- 

first auniversary at Delmonico’s last evening. 

The word celebrated is used advisedly and with 

full Knowledge that itimplies contentment, en- 

joyment, hilarity, and a number of other 
agreeable conditions of mind and _ body. 

It may be considered surprising that 

the §t. Andrew’s Society did celebrate, 

and that another and an altogether startling 
example of the ability of the Scotch people to 
rise superior to national disaster has to be re- 
corded. It was expected, of course, that while 
the previous 130 anniversaries of the St. An- 
drew’s Sosiety of the State of New-York had 
been joyous gatherings, the one hundred and 
thirty-first ono conld not be otherwise 
than a melancholy occasion. It had been 
expected that the Sons of St. An- 
drew would meet in Delmonico’s perfunc- 
torily and in great sorrow; that the oat cake 
would be crumbled in grief, and the haggis eaten 
jn anguish; and that the piper would have for- 
gotten all his pibrocks and would swell the 
melancholy of the occasion with a succession of 
coronachs. It had been expected that the ora- 


tions of the evening would be of the funeral 
order, and that when it came time to sing “ Auld 
Lang Syne” the familiar tune would be aban- 
doned as possessing unseemly gayety and a 
dirge substituted in its place. 

Thea opposite was the case, however. The 
effect of the great national disaster, compared 
with which Culloden pales Into insignificance, 
seemed yesterday to have passed away. 
Not a Scot present seemed conscious of 
the fact that there is such a thing as 
an inner or, still worse, an outer course, 
and if any one of them had been asked 
what hethonght of the Thistle, he would have 
looked up calmiy and in his Caledonian inno- 
esnee and simplicity he would have assumed 
that it was a flower which hal been selected as 
the national emblem because of its really lauda- 
ble habit of pricking the feet of invaders and 
making them cry out and thus fall vietims to 
the very proper wrath of the soldiers 
on guard duty. The idea of there ever 
having been a Thistle which was engaged in 
the nautical line of business nerve, or, more 
properly, hardly ever entered the mind of a 
Seot present at last night’s banquet. The only 
Bells to whom thought was given were the 
Blus Bells of Scotland, and any Bells“who 
went back to Scotland far bluer than they came 
were forgotten, except in so far'as they typified 
the undaunted courage and gallant come-again- 
ativeness of the race. 

The gathering of the clans at the St. Andrew’s 
flinner yesterday evening was as hearty and 
happy as any of its 130 predecessors. The meet- 
ing in the hall outside of the dining room was a 
repetition of those scenes of hearty and joyous 
mutual recognition and persistent handshaking 
which are seen only atthe close of other ban- 
quets, but which last at Scotch gatherings from 
beginning toerd.

fhe dinner was all that could be desired fn its 
#om ponents, and it passed off splendidly under 
Mr. Schmitt's direction. About 250 persons sat 
down, the tables being arranged in the usual 
Way on such occasions. At the main tanle Bryce 
Grag, President of the society, presided,t and 
on his right was William Lane Booker, C. 
B., the British Consul, and on his left Mayor 
Hewitt. Among others present were.Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, Walter Watson, ex-President of 
the society; J. Corlies Lawrence, George H. 
Peabody, Walter Thompson, W. R. Cremer, Mem- 
ber of Parliament; W. Montgomery, Horace Por- 
ter, John Mackay, JohnS. Kennedy, John Paton, 
Walter Wataon, Jr., Alexander Lang, the Rev. Dr. 
Malcolm, Halley Stewart, Member of Parliament, 
Judge Russell, Andrew Carnegie, A. R. Ryder, 
Allen Campbell, Sir George Campbell, Robert 
Strahan, and A. M. Stewart. 

The usual enthusiasm prevailed when the dish 
of the evening, the Haggis, was brought in by a 
»recession of four waiters, preceded by Piper 
McCleland, clad in full Highland costume, play- 
ing “* Bannocks o’ Barley.” It was carried with 
due honors around the hall and was then con- 
umed with a courage worthy of the occasion. 

After dinner President Gray read the report 
of the society, which showed that it had a

He 
made a pleasant allusion to the Thistle’s gallant 
attempt to win the cup, and while evidently re- 
gretting her inability to succeed, he still con- 
gratulated his hearers that when the Volunteer 
was out taking a spin om Sunday the Thistle peo- 
ple went to the “Kirk,” doing abroad just as 
they did at home. 

The next toast, “The Land We Live In,” 
brought Chauncey M. Depew to his feet. He 
commended the joke of the previous speaker as 
refuting Dr. Johnson's calumny, but said that he 
was sorry to hear the allusion tothe Thistle’s 
misfortune, as it carried with it an argument in 
favor of opening saloons on Sunday, which 
the Mayor would feel constrained to listen 
to in the interests of pure Democracy. He 
was always glad to attend the St. Andrew’s 
Society dinner beeause it compensated for the 
results of the annual election. He had been 
educated under the care of a Scotch Dominie at 
'Peekekill—the centre of the universe—and he 
had heard of the remark he had made 
when he married the speaker’s mother, 
which was “Martha, those who are in 
wish they were oot, an’ those who 
are oot wish they were in.” [Laughter.] He 
believed Scotland was a good place to be born 
in, a capital place to startjfrom, but the question 
which met an emigrating Scotchman was. Where 
was he togo to? Mr. Depew mentioned sev- 
eral countries butto point out their unfitness 
‘or the Scotchman’s purpose, and showed that 
the United States was the best place 
for him to come to. He brought but little 
velf to this country, but a great deal of 
"ies hype @ Clear and educated brain, fresh 

ealth, and vigorous muscles, and with these be 
waa certain to succeed. He kept the Sabbath 
{ay and everything else he could lay his hands 
on, and prospered exceedingly. [Laughter.] He 
was a law-abiding citizen and opposed to all 
forins of Communism and Anarchy. 

Mayor Hewitt replied to the toast of the **City 
and State of New-York.” The earlier part of his 
speech was a humorous criticism of that of Mr. 
Depew. He said that he had enforced the Sun- 
day law, and one result of it was the 
reduced number of applications for assist- 
ance reported by the St. Andrew’s 
Society. He was really astonished 
at the statement of the President that 200 
Secotchmen were in need of relief of the city. 
In his experience Scotchmen were not able to 
afford to either accept relief or hold public 
oflices.

This had led him 
to believe that a law existed in Scot- 
land forbidding anybody to leave the country 
who had not passed 2 competitive examination. 
He said that from the very foundation of the 
State of New-York it had no restriction upon its 
imamigration, but opened its gates for the people 
of every nationality and religion. This catholic- 
ity of welcome had made it a cosmopolitan 
Btate, in which Scotchmen were doing them- 
pelves credit in various professions and branches 
of business. 

Speeches were made by the representatives of 
anuimber of sister societies, and further proof 
that no ill-will is harbored on account of the 
Thistle’s defeat was shown by the proposition 
and warm reception of anumber of * Volunteer” 
toasts.

The whole of the first act, the last of 
the second, and nearly all of the third are filled 
to the brim with the most poetic music, and yet 
Wagper has nowhere sacrificed his beliets, But 
this is only saying over again what has been 
said a thousand timea. The world has aceepted 
the opera as a masterpiece, and it would be 
hard to find an enthusiastic upholder of ante- 
Wagnerian music who would willingly wipa 
** Lohengrin” out of existence. The performance 
last night wasinthe main agreeable. It hap- 
pened to be ones of the good times. Herr Nie- 
mann, it must be confessed, is not an ideal 
representative of the Knight of theSwan. He 
is not pretty tolook at,he is not graceful in 
action, and he cannot sing the music at 
all. His acting is usually praised, but if 
Lohengrin had been what Herr Nie- 
inann makes him he would never have had life 
enough to rescue a starving kitten, let alone a 
weighty maiden in distress. The weighty maiden 
was Frau Seidi-Kraus, who, in spite of her un- 
favorable appearance, was} by no! means bad 
as Elsa. There are notes in the score a trifle 
too high for her, but she sings most of the music 
aceeptably. Herr Robinson vibrated too much 
as Telramund, but he acted the part excellently. 
Friulein Brandt was admirable as Ortrud, and 
so were Herr Fischer as King Henry and Herr 
von Milde as the Herald. The ehorussang well, 
and the orchestra discharged its duties in a 
manner that left nothing to be desincd. Herr 
Seidl condueted in his usual style. 


“FORGET ME NOT” AT WALLACKR’S. 

Miss Rose Coghlan’s impersonation of the 
wicked woman who is the central figure of 
“Forget Me Not” has not been forgotten since 
Merrivale and Grove’s comedy was acted at the 
former Waliack’s Theatre for a short time until 
Miss Genevieve Ward proved in the courts that 
she owned the play, (which Mr. Wallack 
had bought and paid for in good faith,) 
and compelled its withdrawal. Stephanie is 
astronge part; the woman has wit as well as 
wickedness; her encounters with Sir Horace 
have the force and some of the sparkle of Scribe, 
and most of thecharacter lies quite within the 
scope of Miss Coghlan’s powers of expression. 
She has splendid moments in this play. Ste- 
phanie’s triumph in Act IL, when she 
compels Welby to abanden his purpose 
to force her out of Rome with the aid of the 
police, by revealing to him the secret of her in- 
fluence over Alice Verney; her cajolery of the 
imbecile Prince; her bold defiance of Welby after 
the first shock of his revelation concerning the 
Corsican has been overcome, and the utter 
subjection of the woman to the force of terror 
when the actual presence of her enemy is 


made known a minute later, exhibit the dra- 
matic skill of Miss Coghlan in the beat light. 
Her personality fits the character absolutely; 
she has the beanty and the authority of tne 
temptress, and she can exactly simulate tho 
malignant spite, the contempt of innocence and 
virtue, and the great power for evil that 
belong to the character. The few pas- 
sages which suggest the possible goodneas 
that might be developed in Stephanie under 
different circumstances, are treated with nice 
discrimination; they are not forced into undue 
prominence, and the performance is the stronger 
forthat reason. In short, the part is excel- 
lently suited to the actress, ana in the 
representation of ‘Forget Me Not” last 
evening thre was scarcely a defect in 
Miss Coghlan’s acting worthy of critical 
notice, except that hér paroxysms of 
fright at the close of the play were rather over- 
done, a blemish that probably belonged to that 
performance alone; for Miss Coghlan had not 
acted the character for along while. So that 
Mr. Abbey has done well to buy “ Forget-Me- 
Not” and putiton the stage of his handsome 
theatre even at this late day. The comedy 
is worth seeing again, for it is a really 
clever piece of workmanship; for every light in 
it there is a corresponding shadow; for every 
movement a counter mevement; it isneatly and 
brightly written, and though it is nearly all 
talk, with very little real action, it is continu- 
ously interesting. Itis not @ great play, to be 
sure; it does not leavo a strong impression; 
but itis a pleasing essay in polished comedy. 
‘‘Forget-Me-Not” was cordially received by a 
large audience last night. Miss Coghlan 
was supported, with discretion and some- 
times with positive force, by Mr. 
Tearle in the part of Sir Horace, and 
the other personages were carefully presented 
by Mr. Harry Edwards, Mme. Ponisi, Miss 
Guion, and Mr. Pigott, who was the most un- 
fortunate of the lot, for Barrato is a dreadfully 
bad part. Mr. Pigott has odd luck. He has 
many poor parts, and when by chance he 
gets a good one it never seems toexactly fit 
him. Yet he has this advantage in the prac- 
tice of his art, that playgoers generally seem 
to have faith in him and to believe that he will 
make a big hit some day.

“SHE” AT NIBLO’S. 

Whatever merit Mr. Rider Haggard’s 
thrilling romances may lack they certainly do 
possess the charm of singularity. “She,” in par- 
ticular, though upon close examination we dis- 
oever its shallowness and do not accord its au- 
thor an important place smong producers of | 
literature, is a strange thing. Mr. Hagyard’s | 
vogue, in -fact, grew out of his oddity. 
Descriptive powers somewhat above 
the ordinary are, in him, united 
with a peeuliar skillin the choice and arrange- 
ment of subject and incidents that makes them 
seem outofthecommon. Mr, Haggard, in fact, 
is just one step above the manufacturers of 
flash stories for the cheap weeklies; he is en- 
dowed with some measure of artistic taste and 
the ability to discriminate, and he has a larger 
vocabulary and perhaps (though this is doubt- 
ful) a wider Enowledge of men and events and 
localities than the late Sylvanus Cobb, Jr. He 
will not Jong hold his fame on the strength of 
anything he has yet given to the world, and in 
the field of mystery his writings are not to be 
compared with the wonderful tales of Théophile 
Gautier or Edgar Allen Poe; indeed, stories 


of those writers that were long sinee 
forgotten surpass in felicity of style and 
imaginative power the best (or worst) of 
Haggard’s inventions. What has he given his 
great public to read, for instance, more wonderful 
than Poe's yarn about “A. Gordon Pym,” the 
man who reached the south pole? Yet who 
reads the Pym narrative to-day—or why should | 
anybody care to read it forthat matter? Hag- 
gard deserves his due, however; his books bave 
been more widely read than those of any ether 
living writer during the last two or three years, 
and be has provided a striking and not un- 
wholesome contrast to the typical English 
novel, which, we take it, is the silliest 
and dullest thing that gets into print 
nowadays. Haxgard describes quoer things 
with vigor and sets strange scenes before the 
eye ina picturesque and unbackneyed way. 
He may borrow from others, butit is not easy 
to distinguish the sources of his *‘ inspiration.” 
He is, above everything, odd, 

It was inevitable, of course, ‘that Haggard 
should get on the stage. There is nothing in 
his books to inspire a dramatist, but there is 
plenty of material In them to tempt the 
mere playwright, the painter of scenery, 
the inventer of “transformations,” the 
costumer, and the gasman. Hence, “She” 
at Niblo’s. ‘She’ is not the beat of Haggard’s 
wild romances. His most careful work is to be 
found in “King Solemon’s Mines,” in which the 
impossible its treated of so ingeniously as 
tou seem almost real, and in which there 
is a description of a battle that is 
wonderfully vivid and thrilling. But She” 
contains a fascinating personage; one 
that has figured in the romance of all ages, and 
that will always have the same charm. Tie 
most potent fact in our life is death. In the 
Dark Ages mgn toiled their lives away seeking 
for a power toconquerit. In these days of en- 
lightenment men do not seek the elixir of life, 
but the mystery of Balsamo, the majestic fable of 
the Wandering Jew, and a few other tales of 
the same sort that have been handed down 
through the years have not lost their eharm. 
Ayesha, the woman who lives 2,000 years, 
waiting patiently in her dread aboie, 
among the signs and eircumstances of death 
and decay, for the recurring cycies of time to 
bring back to her, endowed with now life, the 
man she loves, 18 a poetic creation or adapta- 
tion. The character is endowed with 
every fascinating quality of woman- 
hood, and with strange supernatural 
power, and while she is on view in 
the pages of the book the imagination is en- 
thralled by her beauty (defuly indicated 
rather than described) and her majesty. 
So it is not remarkable that “She” 
should have been chosen by the pilay- 
wright and stage manager. Neither is it remark- 
able that the principal charm of thestory should 
be Jacking in the play. Haggard’s romance 
is weird and odd; the play is a spectacle 
of the familiar pattern that scarcely caused a 
momentary feeling of surprise as it is present- 
ed on the stage associated with the famous 
“Black Crook,” and in recent years with the 
noisy but popular show pieces of the Kiraltfys. 

“She” is put en the stage as a play in three 
acts, subdivided into six scenis pietures. The 
action begins on the dhow sailing along the 
African coast; a storm arises, with thunder 
and lightning, the boat is wrecked, and 
there is a_ vision of a vast rolling 
sea, breaking clouds, a lurid sunset, the figures 
of Holiy, Leo, Job, the African Abdaliah, and a 
comic American clock seller clinging to rocks, 
with the promontory shaped like a negro’s 
head in the distance. Then the old 
tombs, in which the bloodthirsty Amahagger 
dwell, are revealed; the hot pot is brought in, 
and there is conflict,with much gunpewder. The 
abode of Ayesha, with all its mystery subordi- 
nated to the conventional mind of the spectacle 
builder, with tin-foil and gilt and flaming gaso- 
line, ig the next picture; then comethe awful 
chasm and the moving rock, a fine scenic 
view spoiled on Tuesday night by the 
eareless persons in cGharge of the light 
effects, and lastly the cave of the sacred 
fire of life. Here Ayesha goes into the flame to 
show Leo that itis harmless; comes out an aged 
woman; returns to the fire and emerges again a 
wrinkied hag of hideous aspect, and falls dying 
upon the rocky fleer. Threo actresses here 
impersonate She, Miss Laura Clement, whose 
nameison the bill, an unknown lady, and Miss 
Fanny Addisou, whose vocal peculiarities are 
easily distinguished in the hysterical moan- 
ing of the dying hag. Whatever effect 
of unearthly horror may belong. to 
this scene is dispelled by the en- 
trance of the gaily-dressed chorus, in 
the approved comic opera style, to sing ‘“* The 
strangers sball be conducted to the sea in 
safety,” the tune being of the most trivial char- 
acter. 

“She” is full of music, the tomposer being a 
Mr. Furst of San Francisco. New-York has now 
had enough of San Fraucisco music. Mr. Kelley 
and Mr. Fursteombined makea dose. But Furst’s 
music can be cut generously, ard it undoubtedly 
will be, for the piece is too long. It is common- 
place, imitative, at its best merely academic, 
and at its worst very irritating. The piece 
seems to be an ~operatic play after 
the old style of ‘“Inkie and _ = Yarico,” 
that belongs to a pastage. Mr. Gillette is said 
to be the dramatist, but little of his unquestioned 
skill isshown in tbe play, which closely follows 
the thread of Haggard’s romance. It will be 
successful, for the scenery,is all handsome and the 
mechanical effects, when they are well man- 
aged, will serve their purpose. The marches 
and tableaus are all after familiar patterns, but 
they are all pleasing. Miss Clement, the 
Ayesha, is a graceful woman, with the manners 
of the comic opera stage. Miss Loie Fuller im- 
personates Ustane earnestly and with abundant 
dramatic intelligence. Mr. Charles Bowser, as 
the clock seller, has a laugh for every line he 
speaks. Mr. Lackaye is Leo, Mr. F. F. Mackay 
Holly and Mr. Howard Coveney’ Job. 
They are all competent. Whatever may be the 
ultimate fate of “ She,” it will draw great 3A.M 44° 
crowds at Niblo’s for the next month.

The 
works performed were Mozart’s ‘Requiem 
Mass” ana the third part of Schumann’s 
“Faust.” These are well-known compositions, 
andit is unnecessary to enter into extended 
comment upon therm. The contrast be- 


tween the simple instrumentation, religious 
feeling, and classical chastity of the Mozart 
mass and the romantic spirit and rich coloring 
of the Schumann music made the programme 
more than ordinarily agreeable. The English 
version of the book of the ‘Faust’ music was 
remarkable for the awkwardness of some of its 
lines and the unsingable nature of some of its 
phrases. ‘he performance was by no means as 
good as the works demanded, The fugued choruses 
of the mass were at times entirely too difficult 
for tre members of the Oraterio Society, and 
their delivery was characterized by uncertainty 
of attack, hardness of tone, and utter lack of 
shading. The chorus succeeded better im the 
Schumann wusic, and rendered two or three 
numbers with something like feeling and sym- 
pathetic spirit. Of course the organization suf- 
fered from a lack of tenora, which caused a 
want of balance in the parts and resulted 
in forced and unnatural tone among 
those tenors present. It does not seem to be 
possible to induee the tenors of a choral body 
to attend a public rehearsal. This is probably 
because they need the rehearsal more than the 
other singers. The soloists yesterday were Miss 
Ella Earle and Miss Minnie Dilthey, sopranos; 
Miss Marie Groebl, contralto; Charles Kaiser, 
tenor; Herr von Milde, baritone, and Herr Elin- 
blad, bass. Miss Earle, barring an occasional 
forcing of her voice, sang with good tone and | 
taste, as did also Miss Grocbl, whose voice, how- 
ever, has hardly enough carrying power for the 
Metropolitan. It was infinitely better than Miss 
Minnie Dilthey’s, which, saving in afew upper 
notes, was not heard at all. Mr. Kaiser 
is an American by birth, and has 
studied at Frankfort-on-the-Main under Prof. 
Julius Stockhausen. He has returned to his 
native land armed with a large répertoire and a 
collection of press notices.

Ostensibly the Central Traffic Assoeiation 
is a joint rate sheet giving minimum rates which 
were thasame as those made on Tuesday by the 
Grand Trunk, but a little investigation devel- 
oped the fact that the Lake Shore was the 
only road which had issued a tariff on 
its own account showing Tuesday’s rates. 
The Michigan Central, to all intents 
and purposes, had _ fallen out of the 
strife, at least none of its tariffs were procurable, 
and it was evident that the association lines 
were resorting to a trick to draw the 
ammunition of the Grand ‘Trunk. The 
latter has for its most vigorous com- 
petitor in New-England the Michigan Central, 
and surface indications pointed te a scheme 
to use the Lake Shore alone in forcing down the 
Grand Trunk, while the other lines held up to 
above 30 cents. If such was the plan the 
Grand Trunk was too shrewd to be caught and 
declined to be trapped into fighting one Vander- 
bilt line, while the others refused to go any lower 
down the scale.

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TROUBLE IN PLATTS OAMP. 


WHAT MR. COLE SAYS OF HIS CANVASS 
FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

Mr. Platt has encountered some little op- 
position from an unexpected quarter. He 
secretly desires the election of Jay Sloat Fassett 
to the Presidency of the Senate, but some of the 
Senators upon whom he has always relied are 
mildly protesting, not to say kicking, against 
this programme. Three of them are in 
town new. They are Messrs. Vedder, 
Raines and Coggeshall. They do not give 
it out publicly that they will under no cireum- 
stances support him, but they are holding back 
in the traces. Jealousy is believed to be the 
cause of this unexpected development of inde- 
pendence. They cannot, they say, see why their 
young friend from Chemung is any more en- 
titled to this mark ef distinction than they are. 


Senator Coggeshall has had personal encounters 
with Mr. Fassett on the floor of the Senate in 
the past, in one of which he twitted his 
colleague of being a tit-willow, and thus pro- 
voked a retort that was not considered alto- 
gether complimentary by the gentlemen around 
the Senatorial circle. Considering the mucila- 
ginous closeness with which Mr. Fassett always 
clung to these gentlemen, this indifference on 
their partis positively revolting. All three of 
the Senators say that Senator George B. Sloan 
would suit them as president pro-tem. 
Senator Low is more anxious or this 
honor than Mr, Sloan, and he, no less than 
Mr. Platt, is concerned at the awkward turn 
which affairs have taken. The three Senators 
are lonesome here and have, it is said, tele- 
graphed to George Z. Erwin to come down and 
assist in receiving sealed proposals for the next 
session’s work, 

Senator Hiscock has delayed his trip to Wash- 
ington till to-morrow. He is consulting (not 
conferring) with Republicans of high degree 
concerning the organization and policy of the 
Legislature. The astion of some of the more in- 
dependent members of the Assembly in de- 
termining to stand by Fremont Cole. for 
Speaker has forced that gentleman very 
prominently upon his attention. Some of 
the gentlemen who comprised the handful of 
supporters with which he enteréd the Sen- 
atorial fight last Winter have enlisted with the 
Schuyler candidate. Assemblyman Fred Kruse, 
of Cattaraugus; Hamilton and Crosby, of this 
city, and Cromwell, of Richmond, and Senator 
Hendricks are all at work for Mr. Cole, while 
strong assurances of assistance have been given 
by prominent Republicans in the western end of 
the State. Naturally, Mr. Cole is confident of 
snccess, 

Speaker Husted is none the less confident. He 
has not yet given out any of the figures upon 
which his canvass is based. He never does until 
along at the end of his canvass. He is exceed- 
ingly busy, and the human eye cannot follow all 
of his movements. He said to Mr. Cole yester- 
day that “he never knew a time when so many 
members were on the fence in regard to the 
Speakership as there were this year.” Mr. 
Cole said last evening that .he did not 
believe Husted would be in the field 
as a candidate two weeks hence. When 
asked if he found so many members “on 
the fence” in making his canvass, he said: “I 
do not; on the contrary, my confidence of suc- 
cess in based on actual count. By thatI do not 
mean to say that members have pledged them- 
selves to vote for me, but simply that they 
have given me such assurances as to warrant 
me In relying on their support, I was invited 
toenter the contest for the Speakership by the 
young Republican element of the party, among 
others such men as Hamilton and Crosby, of 
this city, and Cromwell, of Richmond.

TWO FISHERMEN DROWNED. 

ERIE, Pa., Nov. 30.—James McLaughlin 
and Robert Pryor, fishermen, were drowned 
about a half mile off the shore of Presque Isle 
to-day. The manner of their death is remark- 
able, They started out early yesterday morning 
ana pulled their nets, making such a large haul 
that the boat was laden nearly to the water’s 


edge. At this time they were nearly two miles 
from shore and the surface of the water was 
covered with slush ice several inches thick.

Two others will be grinding before the 
week is out. While the weather is milderthe water 
still keeps lower, and a good deal of ice finds its way 
to the water racks. The flour output, while difficult 
be — will probably be not far from 100,000 
arrels, 

“Much complaint ts again made about the scarcity 
of empty cars in which to ship flour. The flour 
market is quiet, but millers are holding prices firm, 
There is leas being done on export account than 
with the domestic trade, though foreigners are bid- 
ding higher and coming nearer the views of millers 
than previously. The exports last week were 42,150 
barrels, against 46,800 barrels the preceding week, 
Receipts—Wheat, for the week, 1,520,400 busheis. 
Shipmentsa—Wheat, 476,660 bushels; flour, 104.565 
barrels. Millstuffs, 3,345 tons. In store here, 6,404,- 
243 bushels; at Dniuth, 2,652,869 bushels; at St, 
Paul, 200,000 bushels.”

PERILS WHICH FRIGHTEN 
NOT THE BRAVE. 
DEPARTURE OF THE NICARAGUA SUR- 

VEYING PARTY—ACCOMPANIED DOWN 
THE BAY BY A HOST OF FRIENDS. 
The first absolutely practical step toward 
the beginning of work on the long-projected 
Nicaragua Canal was taken yesterday when an 
engineering party of 40 young gentlemen sailed 
from this city for Greytown on the steamship 
Hondo. This party, which was in charge of 
Lieut. R. E. Peary, sub-Chief Engineer of the 
enterprise under Chief Engineer A. G. Menocal, 
eonsisted of the following gentlemen: J. Fran- 
cis Le Barron, Domingo G. Castaya, F. P,

On the steamer Sam Sloan, which accompanied 
the Hondo down the Bay in order to give tue 
members of the expedition a good send-off was 
a@ party of a couple of hundred gentlemen.

The excursion was under the charge of J. C. 
Hueston, who had provided for the company’s 
guests a collation tor the inner man, and a 
brass band, which played all the popular airs of 
the day and had a special affection for “ Auld 
Lang Syne.” Senator Edmunds, of Vermont, 
who had expected to be present, telegraphed 
his regrets at the last moment saying, ‘*I much 
regret that I cannot attend the practical inaugu- 
ration of one of the greatest and most impor- 
tant undertakings of our times.” From Admiral 
Daniel Ammen, who is called the father of the 
project, came aiso a message of regret, with the 
message. ** Success is written on the wall.” 

The expedition which goes to make the final 
surveys of the route and prepare for the work 
of constraction, which will begin in about six 
ionths, was given a noisy send-off, with com-* 
bined cheers and music, from the crowd and 
band on board the Sam Sloan. Every one in the 
party seemed in good spirits and enthusiastic 
over the prospect ahead of them. It is a novel 
sort of life they .will strike into in Nicaragua, 
where for the present they-will work on the strip 
of land east of Lake Nicaragua. Civilized com- 
modities are an unknown quantity there, and so 
the expedition, which comprises five land sur- 
veying parties, one hydhrographic party, and 
obe boring party, will live in camp until the 
work of construction-resuits in the building of 
towns and villages along the proposed tine of 
the canal. At Fortune Island and at Port Mo- 
rant, Jamaica, a force of 130 men will be added 
to thé expedition which sailed yesterday, and 
this force will be supplemented by the addition 
of 50 men at Nicaragua, 

Safely stowed away in the Hondo’s hold is a 
cargo utterly unlike any she has heretofore ear- 
ried. There are boring apparatus, engineers’ 
and surveyors’ instruments, phetographic ap- 
paratua, guns and pistols, axes, spades, mat- 
tocks, and other tools for the laborera, and a 
gross of the sharp and ugly-leoking machetes 
for use in cutting a path through the forest. 
Folding cots, steel canoes, umbrellas, cool-look- 
ing helmet hats, warm-looking blankets of wool 
and rain-shedding blankets ot india rubber, 
great mases of mosquito netting, many casks of 
snake-bite antidote, labeled **gin;” a huge hos- 
Pitaltent, and an endless assortment of kitchen 
utensile and table ware arein the hold for use 
in and about the camp. That the young explor- 
ers—for most of them are under 30 years of age 
—will net go hungry is evidenced by huge 
“quantities of pilot bread, canned meats of all 
Kinds, condensed milk, coftee, rice, beans, salt 
fish, and meats, which were loaded on the Hondo 
on Tuesday, and Capt. Brownrigg, of that vessel, 
fays there is food enough to supply a good-sized 
army fora year. A number of the young men 
who will create havoc in that food presented a 
strange sight as they stood on the Hondo’s decks 
yesterday, waving their final farewells just after 
the Sam Sloan left her outside the Narrows, 
They looked strangely because they wore heavy 
ulsters suitable to yesterday’s weather, and 
whitened cork helmets, that looked strangely 
out of place onacoid November day. In three 
or Zour days the former will be discarded, and by 
Dec. 9, when the Hondo is due at Greytown, the 
latter will be suited to the new climate and hot 
weather they will find awaiting them. 

Itie by no means a pleasure trip that these 
young men have set out on, for hard work on the 
fields and in forest and swamp awaits them at 
the end of the route. There are not only oli- 
matic trials promised them, but the crew of the 
Hondo informed them that there were plagues 
in the way of insects, the like of which they had 
never dreamed of. Mosquitos were promised of 
asize that would make a New-Jersey bird of 
that breed hide his headin shame. Of gnats and 
nits and insects, which penetrate anything 
that man has ever devised, they were 
promised,a plentiful supply. Of smakes, ag- 
gressive, but beautiful, they were assured 
2s bed-fellows, and altogether a picture 
that was anything but bewitching was 

ainted by the sailors, who took a tond delight 

ndrawing that picture, But the members of 
the expedition langhed at their tormentors and 
would not be induced to back out of an enter- 
prise that promised so much that was new and 
strange tothem. Sothey sailed away a happy, 
joily lot, who gave their final cheer with a 
strength and vigor that didn’t seem to havea 
bitof regret in its volume of sound. Chief 
Engineer Menocal will join them in January, 
and then, the work on the eastern side of the 
lake having been done, the party will move 
over to the Western side and work their way to 
the Pacific Ocean.

A PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED. 

It has been the law for a long tims that 
when a fire has occurred on a vessel at sea and 
the cargo of one merchant has been destroyed, 
though that of the others has been saved, the 


others shall be assessed to make good the one 
merchant’s loss. The vessel, too, chips in its 
share. This rule has never, though, been ap- 
lied in the cases of loss of personal passengers’ 
gzaxe. Butin a case decided by Judge Brown 
in the United States District Court yesterday 
the precedent is established in such cases. The 
suit was that of Gustave Heye against the North 
German Lloyds to recover for damages to the 
contents of several trunks belonging to him and 
to his tamily. The loss was between $3,000 and 
$4,000. Mr. Heye and his family were passen- 
ets on the steamer Ems from Bremerhaven to 
New-York, in October, 1886. Fire was diseov- 
ered on the steamer on the night after she left 
Bremerhaven in the compartment where the 
trunks were stored. It was extinguished at the 
sacrifice of Mr. Heye’s baggage, and when the 
sleamer arrived here there was contribution 
levied on the saved cargo toindemnify Mr. Heye, 
Judge Brown’s decision is very long and in- 
cludes extracts from the earliest codes of mari- 
time law. He decides finally that the only part 
of baggage exemptis that part of the apparel 
worn or needed for changes on the journey. 
“The gravamen,” he says, “of this action is the 
negligence of the shipin making delivery of the 
vargo without any generat average adjustment 
and without requiring payment for the libel- 
lant’s benefit of any general average contribu- 
tion. The libellant is entitled to a decree and an 
order of reference to ascertain the amount due 

him if not agreed on.”

RECALLING AARON BUER. 


THE WATER TANK THROUGH WHICH 
HE GOT A BANK CHARTER, 

A fire which occurred in a plumbers’ sup- 
phes factory, at 25 Centre-street, on Tuesday 
night called to mind one of the most interesting 
chapters in the early history of New-York bank- 
ing. The building is a very old one, and the fire- 
men found no difficulty in clearing away such 
wood and plaster obstacles as barred their pro- 
gress, but suddenly they found themselves face 
to face with a moustrous and massive circular 
structure of iron which batied their advance. 
Just then the firemen had no time to go into the 
elucidation of mysteries, but after the fire was 
extinguished they learned the story of the 
strange obstacle which, upon a more leisurely 


examination, they discovered to be a water tank 
of about 130 feet in circumference, 25 feet in 
height, and composed of thick cast iron plates, 
stoutly rivetted together. 

The story which belongs to the tank is one of 
clever political trickery as practiced in the last 
century, and Aaron Burris its hero. In 1799 
the Republicans wanted to gain control of a 
bank, but how to secure a charter from the jeal- 
ous Federals, who then had control of the Legis- 
lature, was the question. It was Aaron Burr 
who supplied the successful device. The city 
had just experienced a siege of yellow fever, 
and the popular ery was that its insufficient 
supply of wholesome water was the cause of the 
epidemic. At this juncture the ‘ Manhattan 
Company,” behind which was Aaron Burr, ap- 
plied for and secured a charter empowering 
it to employ a capital of $2,000,000 in 
supplying the city with pure water, and also, 
as there might be a surplus fund left over after 
the necessary works had been built, “in the 
purchase of public or other stock, or in any 
other moneyed transactions or operations nob 
inconsistent with the Constitution of this State 
or of the United States.” When it was too late 
the Federals discovered that they had supplied 
their antazonists with a banking charter of the 
most liberal character, 

Tae water works, of which the tank against 
which the firemen ran on Tuesday evening was 
the most expensive part, were soon erected, and 
New- Yorkers are still living who remember the 
big water wheel in Reade-street, between Elm 
and Centre atreets, and the high esteem in 
which the “‘ tea water’ was held by consumera, 
who sent from afar to secure it for their personal 
use. Of course a very handsome capital with 
which to transact “moneyed transactions or op- 
erations” was available after the water works had 
been paid for, and then began the honorable and 
useful career of the Manhattan Company Bank, 
which now does business at 40 Wali-street, and 
is still required, by the terms of its charter, to 
keep the tank supplied with water. Thisis done 
partly by means of a puwp, which draws water 
from the original spring relied upon in 1799, 
and partly by collecting the rain water which 
gathers from the roof of the building. As mizht 
reasonably be expected, the quality of the water 
at present is hardly upto the old requirements. 
It is there, however, for citizens who want it, 
and the bank is still doing business at the Wall- 
atreet stand. 


TO IMPROVE SAN DOMINGO. 


VIEWS UPON THE CONDITION 
REPUBLIC. 

Nathaniel McKay was elected President, 
W. @. Davee, Secretary and Treasurer, and C. 
L. Bushnell, J. B. Pope, and C. V. McKay Direc- 
tors of the New-Jersey and San Domingo City 
Bridge Company, which was organized yester- 
day under the laws of New-Jersey {for the pur- 
pose of building an iron bridge across the Ozama 
River under a grant by the municipality of the 
city of San Domingo. The bridge will have a 
roadway for teams, with a foot path on one 


side. By the concession, which is the property 
of the company, all tolls and revenue derived 
from the traffic over the bridge will be enjoyed 
by the company for 30 years, after which the 
structure becomes the property of the city of 
San Domingo. 

Mr. McKay said yesterday that the people of 
San Domingo want the bridge because it will 
help them commercially, and that they Lope for 
increased trade thereby with this country. 
“ Foreign capitalists,” he said, ‘for years past 
have been extorting an unmerciful rate of in- 
terest from the people of San Domingo, who 
have finally become tired of such plucking. 
They would much rather deal with the United 
States if our manufactured products could be 
purehased as cheaply as those of foreign coun- 
tries. Only the onerous tariff laws of the United 
States prevent us from enjoying a monopoly of 
the trade in the rich products of this island. In 
one year there were entered and cleared from 
the ports of Great Britain for the West Indies 
alone 3,156,523 tons of shipping. To the island 
of San Domingo Great Britain exported in 1883 

roducts of the value of $1,547,725. From the 
Jnited States San Domingo received in 1884 
only $561,064, which amount was far in excess 
of former years. The value of the West India 
commerce to Great Britain is shown, too, in the 
amount of her exports in 1883, which was 
$13,078,020, and that of her imports, which 
was $15,862,075. 

To the islana of San Domingo in 1883 Great 
Britain exported goods to the value of $1,546,- 
725. This estimate includes Hayti, which dis- 
trict probably consumed less than one-half of 
this amount. 

“ Few of our peeple have any idea of the value 
of the commerce with the West Indies and South 
America, which for some time has been grad- 
uaily slipping away from us. It was very val- 
uable to the United States a few years ago, and 
no doubt it will be so again. San Domingo is 
not the barbarous and revolutionary country 
that it has been pictured to be in schoolbooks. 
It is more free to-day from the dictation of 
foreign Gevernments than any other country on 
this continent, but at the same time foreigners 
enjoy every facility and right that is given them 
by any civilized Government. The day of its 
political upheavals is past, and its commercial 
prosperity is increasing very fast. The com- 
mercial relations between San Domingo and the 
United States are certain to be much closer in 
the future than they have been ip the past, as 
the field for profitable American enterprises in 
this island is boundless.”

TIN CORNERED FOR A RISE 


—_——————. 


A GIGANTIO OPERATION CON- 
CEIVED IN PARIS. 
PRICES RAPIDLY ADVANCING—AN EF- 

FORT MAKING TO CORNER COPPKR— 
TIN RESHIPPED TO ENGLAND. 

Tin is cornered beyond a shadow of a 
doubt, and cornered thoroughly all over the 
world. Prices have been boomed steadily and 
successfully, and yesterday buyers were offer- 
ing 3419 cents for spot inthe Metal Exchange, 
and sellers were demanding 35 cents a pound. 
That means nearly $800 a ton, and shows that 
the cornerers, 80 far at least, have been having 
things their own way. Besides, they have also 


taken up copper, and so far luck haa favored 
them greatly. 

8. Mendel, of 117 John-street, represents the 
French syndicate which is conducting the cor- 
ner in the New-York Exchange, and yesterday 
he told a TIMEs reporter how the organization 
has carried on its work. ‘The syndicate formed 
in Paris,” he said, “ with a capital of from 


40,000,000 to $50,000,000, went into the Lon- 

on market in Apriland May, and has bought un, 
in spot and futures, twice the estimated visible 
supply of tinin the world. It gradually, from 
the start, increased its holdings as it found will- 
ing bears to supply it with futures below spot 
price, and by this means acquired control, not 
only of the apot stock, but also of whatever 
could be pushed forward by cable and steam. 
In fact, when its members saw these operations 
successful, they went to the East Indies and 
early this month bought up any quantity which 
could be supplied by the mines there up to the 
close of January. Having made their position 
secure, they once more entered the London and 
New-York markets and bonght here between 
1,000 and 1,200 tons, the whole visible supply 
for delivery during November, December, Jan- 
uary, and even February. I did the business 
forthem. They have taken the delivery here of 
all the November purchases and are ready to 
pay for what is tendered them in following 
inonths. It is not so much a corner as a control 
eof the markets of the world. 

“The syndicate members are willing to sell to 
consumers here upon the basis of London prices, 
adding freight and charges. They can keep the 
prices then where they want them. In the best 
informed quarters the opinion provails that they 
will retain their hold upon the world’s markets 
for at least another six months, unless some un- 
foreseen circumstance, as a Warin Europe ora 
commercial panic, upsets their calculations, 

“Having succeeded so far in tin, during the 
last three weeks, we have given attention to 
copper, which was at an_unprecedentedly low 
price, both here and in Europe. They started 
Chili bar copper at £40 a ton, bought up the 
whole stock in London, and raised the price un- 
til to-day it is £66 17s. 6d. to £67. Here we ad- 
vanced rates for our fine lake ingot copper from 
101g cents per pound to its present prices, 15 
cents on spot, and 15.10 for December, and 
15.25 for January, and 15.35 for February. It 
has become known to-day that of purchases nade 
here, about 4,500,000 or 5,000,000 pounds, have 
been secured by the syndicate for shipment to 
France and other European countrier,our present 
prives being still 5 per cent. below the European 
range. The mining companies, except the Calu- 
met and Hecla, whose principal mines are closed 
by fires, have been the principal sellers lately, 
audin that way have prevented prices from 
going excessively high. But the outlook is that 
we shall have spot copper near 18 cents ina 
very short time, and at that price both consuin- 
ers and miners will have a good business in 
futures. The consumption of copper all over the 
world has been from 20 to 25 per cent. above the 
production during the last 12 months, owing 
mainly to its extensive use for electrical and 
similar purposes. Eighteen cents will probably 
be looked upon as moderate.” 

Tp its tin operations the syndicate 1s supposed 
to have been gunning for the vreat London 
house of E. Strauss & Co., but this firm is said 
to be ready to deliver all thetin ithas sold. Just 
now there are no active bears in this market, 
but there are dealers who have great doubts 
about the syndicate’s ultimate success. W. L 
Russell, of W. I. Russell & Co., said yesterday 
that the high prices have checked consumption 
3343 per cent. everywhere, and that the makers 
of tin plates are getting the worst of the situa- 
tion. The corner is entirely in pig tin, the raw 
material, and prices for the plates have not 
gone up enough to make manufacturing pa;. 
Tin heretofore has had £159 as its highest 
London price, but it is now £165 10s. Mr. Rus- 
sell would not be surprised to see it go to £200, 
but after the December and January deliveries 
the syndicate will have it allin hand, and then 
he looks for a terrific collapse. The syndicate, 
however, is said to have put up £2,000,000 to 
protect its London agent. 

“TI think the copper pool may be stronger than 
the tin,” said Mr. Russell, *‘because in copper 
the syndicate has the support of strong firms 
not in the other poo). Besides the statistical 
positions of tin and copper are just opposite. 
There is no short interest in thie market. I 
think the packers are well supplied with cans. 
Anyway, their season is over, except in the case 
of the oil and oyster men. The jovbing trade is 
decreasing, for it is a question ef holding off It 
is dynamite | pregig to go in and buy at 
these prices, don’t believe there is much of a 
short iuterest in London, for since August the 
syndicate people have been talking openly about 
the corner.” 

Jn London Chili bar copper has sold as high as 
£120, and may reach that figure now. London 
bought tin here yesterday, and it will be shipped 
back to Europe to be sold there to the syndicate. 


THE MURDER OF MRS. EBERT. 
sisinastadilghtectiad 
SHE WAS DECOYED TO HER DEATH— 
EBERT GETTING BETTER. 

Circumstances were brought to light yes- 
terday by Chief of Police Murphy’s investiga- 
tions which go to show that George Ebert, who 
was found wounded by the side of his dead wife 
at their home on Paterson-avenue, Jersey City 
Heights, Sunday evening, decoyed her to her 
death. It has been discovered that Ebert pur- 
chased a pistol and six reunds of ammunition at 


Winter’s place, on Franklin-street, on Sunday 
afternoon. His wife was then at the residence 
of afriend. Almost as soon as he had made the 
purchase of tbe pistol Ebert started for his 
wife. Hefound her and endeavored to persuade 
her to go to his house on Paterson-avenue with 
him. She declined, but after much persuasion 
consented to go to Central Park with him for a 
walk. His entreatics that she should go home 
with bim were doubtless repeated during the 
walk, and they seem to have been effective. 
For in due season the couple reached the tene- 
ment on the Heights. The door had scarcely 
been closed upon thei before the pistol shots 
that ended her life were heard, Ebert then 
turned the pistol upon himself and tried to blow 
out his own brains. He only wounded himself. 

At the Jersey City Hospital, where he has laid 
since the shooting, it was said yesterday that 
there isa chance of his recovery, and prepara- 
tions are being made for his trial for murder. 
The scene of the murder was visited by survey- 
ors yesterday, and a diagram of the surround- 
ings made.
